Wen Charles Lamb, in one of the best sus- 
tained of his grave jokes,—the biography of 
the comic actor, Liston,—derived his hero 
from a Johan d’Elistone, who came over with 
William the Conqueror, and had his valour re- 
warded by a grant of land at Lupton Magna, 
Kent, more than one unlucky compiler was 
beguiled into copying this account as genuine 
and authentic. Therefore are we led to suspect 
as grave a joke in the assurance of whomsoever 
is responsible for this book, that the Sanson 
family of executioners were descended from a 
Seneschal of the Duke of Normandy, a Crusader 
also, and moreover, like poor Liston’s pro- 
genitor, a partaker in the conquest of Eng- 
land. Scholars as well as soldiers appear in the 
illustrious line, and one of the latter, Charles 
Sanson de Longval (pas moins que ¢a), was the 
Picard gentleman from whom the race of 
French headsmen are alleged to have de- 
scended. 

We must remark here that not only are the 
French the cleverest people in the world in 
writing memoirs and autobiographies, but 
these distinguished Sansons have had their 
family history recounted before, and in the 
imaginary details Balzac himself is said to have 
had a hand. How much of the work before us 
is authentic it would be impossible to state 
positively. Any one could have put such a 
book together without the aid of a Sanson at all; 
perhaps a little of such aid has been given by 
some member of the family. At the same time, 
while the name of Henri Sanson (that execu- 
tioner who in his non-professional days had the 
air of a comfortable and contented Abbé) ap- 
pears on the title-page as editor, the translator 
will go no further in warranting the Memoirs 
than by suggesting that “ whatever opinions 
may be entertained of them, they are inspired, 
and in all probability written, by no other 
than the man who bore the historical name of 
Sanson.” It is but fair to add that the book 
is not without interest akin to that of the 
‘Newgate Calendar,’ and is correct in details 
of the scaffold, if we may judge by the nar- 
rative of the execution of a mother and son, 
to the accuracy of which we can ourselves 
testify. 

How the descendant of the “ Norman Senes- 
chal,” whose master was Robert the Devil, 
came to be a hangman, a headsman, a breaker 
on the wheel, a brander and whipper of 
criminals, and acting manager of the pillory, 
is told in a rather questionable manner. This 
derogating Charles Sanson de Longval, with a 
commission in the Guard of Louisthe Fourteenth, 
having acted like a brutal ruffian to the pretty 
daughter of an individual who proved to be 
a hangman, and having lost caste (not for 
brutality, but for making an outcast, however 
pretty, the object of it), made amends by 
marrying the daughter, and by taking upon 
himself the father’s accursed calling! Of 
course, opinion is free as to the acceptability 








of this wonderful romance ; its tendency is to 
show that, despite axe and halter, the Sansons 
are still gentlemen. M. le Chevalier Sanson 
de Longval served the King before he became 
the lowest servant of Justice. A poor ser- 
vant he was in the beginning. At his first 
affair at Rouen, his family record says, 
“ Having to break on the wheel a certain 
Martin Eslau, Master Pierre Jouanne, prin- 
cipal executioner, having compelled his son-in- 
law, who was but lately married, to aim a 
blow at the culprit, the said son-in-law fell in 
a fit, and was hooted by the mob.” After a 
little more practice on the provincial stage, 
Charles Sanson was allowed to make his début 
in Paris. His first performance was a but- 
chery. The patient was charming Madame 
Triquet, victim of circumstances in which her 
young lover and old husband figured. For 
alleged connivance in an attempt to kill her 
husband—her guilt was far from being made 
out in the assassination part of it—she was 
condemned to be beheaded by the sword. 
Charles Sanson, whose heart was touched by 
her beauty, fearfully mangled his victim. 
The public of 1691 hissed him, and no man 
could think that so awkward a headsman was 
likely to be the accomplished ancestor of many 
Charleses in the same line—from which 
christian name—Charlot was taken, as signi- 
fying “executioner,” in the slang of Paris and 
the provinces, 

We are not inclined to go through the 
bloody chronicle of the professional doings of 
the Sansons. These, indeed, were not all san- 
guinary. Occasionally some bankrupt who 
had swindled his creditors by living beyond 
his income had to appear in front of the hang- 
man’s house, where part of his penalty was to 
receive a green cap at that hangman’s hands, 
and to wear the same. It is fearful to think how 
green caps would abound now in the City and 
Mexico if every swindler, who justified cheating 
his tradesmen by the plea that his income 
was not equal to his desires, were compelled 
to wear that headpiece in public places! The 
hangman’s house, gloomy enough at first, was 
soon exchanged for an elegant mansion be- 
tween court and garden. The master could 
afford it, for even early in the last century his 
income amounted to 60,000 livres a year ; 
and the livre was worth three francs. At the 
corner of what is now the Boulevard Poisson- 
niére, and the Rue Bleue, the first Sanson in- 
stalled a wife in a sort of chdteau and park. 
This little estate was sold by Henri Sanson’s 
grandfather in 1778. One of the two buyers 
was, says Henri, named Papillon. It is 
strange that nothing more is said of him, 
seeing that this gentleman, whose proper name 
was Papillon de la Ferté, was guillotined, in 
1794, by the son of the man from whom he 
had bought part of the above-mentioned estate. 
This estate had cost the executioner 6,000 
livres, and it was sold in 1778 for more than 
100,000! Hangmen or headsmen, thus en- 
dowed, had a high opinion of their office; they 
looked upon themselves as standing in the 
same rank with judicial dignitaries. We are 
told that when a Sanson died, leaving sons of 
a tender age, the widow rested not till she 
had got the appointment for one of her boys. 
On such an occasion a grown-up deputy was 
appointed pro tem., but the child was obliged 
to be present at every execution . At one 
time there were seven sons (of Jean Baptiste 





Sanson) engaged in the final work of justice, 
in various parts of France, at the same 
time. At holiday periods there was quite 
a festive gathering in the paternal house 
of these industrious young fellows with 
their parents and grand-parents. The de- 
lighted old grandmother faced her grim son 
at the head of the table; while the seven 
sons of the latter, with joyous friends and 
pretty acquaintances, occupied the other places. 
‘Tt was in these gatherings that the servants, 
forgetting the Christian names of the sons of 
Jean Baptiste, began to designate them by 
the names of their jurisdictions, and said in 
turn M. de Rheims, M. de Soissons, M. 
d'Orléans, &c.,—a habit which was preserved 
in our profession, although it had no other 
origin.” The eldest of these sons was that 
elegant and handsome gentleman of the last 
century, Charles Henri Sanson, “ M. de 
Paris.” The law so far interfered with him as 
to prohibit his wearing blue, because the colour 
belonged to the aristocracy ; but M. de Paris 
asserted his rights by introducing a new and 
elegant green coat with such success that “all 
the beaux of the Court adopted the cut and 
colour of his garments, and wore coats d la 
Sanson.” Surely M. Henri Sanson, who tells 
us this, must have forgotten an undoubted 
fact which his grandfather ought to have re- 
corded. In the last century, English or Anglo- 
Indian “ Nankins” were “the rage” on both 
sides of the Channel; but, to discourage the 
wearing of them in France, M. de Paris 
and the provincial executioners were ordered 
to appear on the scaffold in a full suit of what 
used to be called ‘“‘nankeens.” From that 
moment the importation of the stuff ceased, 
and the wearing of it became infamous. So 
saffron-coloured ruffs went out when Mrs. 
Turner, who had brought them in, wore one 
at Tyburn, when she suffered for her part in 
the Overbury murder. 

The above Charles Henri, who was only 
fifteen when he began to “act,” and whose 
brothers became jealous of his metropolitan 
supremacy, passed himself off to Marie Vau- 
bernier, afterwards Comtesse du Barry, as the 
Chevalier de Longval. He was but a child 
when he assisted in the execution of Damiens, 
and he was well in years when he, with his 
assisting kinsmen, beheaded Louis the Six- 
teenth and also Madame ja Comtesse. He 
was not able to keep up such state as his 
father had done; but he had a handsome 
house in the present Rue du Chateau d’Eau, 
and would have made more show if the 
government had not been in arrear with his 
salary and perquisites to the amount of 
136,000 livres. Louis the Sixteenth, with his 
own hand, gave him a protection from his 
creditors, and Marie Antoinette and Madame 
Elizabeth passed by him at the interview 
—‘“three royal persons who subsequently 
fell under his knife,’—nzfe, for under the 
Republic axe, double-edged and two-handed 
sword, the wheel, and the halter were 
abolished. The most remarkable execution 
with the sword was that of the young Cheva- 
lier de la Barre, only nineteen years old, who 
was accused of singing irreligious songs and 
offending ultra-churchmen generally. The 
Church insisted on the judicial murder of this 
boy as a vindication of its rights and liberties. 
The young Chevalier, strong in his innocence, 
declined to stoop to the block, and, at his own 
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request, Sanson, holding the terrible sword in 
both hands, swept his head from his shoulders 
as he stood. The last time a man was sen- 
tenced to death in France by being broken on 
the wheel was in 1788. His name was Jean 
Louschart ; he was condemned to die at Ver- 
sailles for murder; but there was such strong 
presumption of his innocence that the people 
tore down the scaffold, crowned the pile with 
the wheel, set fire to the whole, and helped 
the condemned man to escape. ‘The last man 
who suffered on the gallows in France was the 
Marquis de Favras, in 1790. He was accused 
of a design to overthrow the new order of 
things, and to carry off the King and royal 
family to Peronne. This nobleman was brut- 
ally treated by the sovereign people ; but all 
that was done to aggravate his sufferings did 
not disturb his serenity. He ascended the 
lofty ladder, and from near the top rung, 
looking up at the hangman seated on the 
projecting beam, he said, “I have done my 
duty; now do yours.” Sanson pushed him 
off the rung into mid-air, and the mob 
shouted at the sight of “the last of the 
Marquises.” Soon after, the philanthropic Dr. 
Guillotin came to the front in the Convention. 
He advocated one system of execution for all 
ranks, and recommended that the method 
should be swift and sure of action. THe could 
not, however, invent a machine to his mind. 
The idea was not a new one; in England, 
Scotland, Italy, Germany, and in France, a 
few executions, many years previously, had 
been carried out by means of a sliding axe. 
While Dr. Guillotin was thinking of how to 
construct a machine safer for the purpose, 
Sanson was one day playing a duet with a 
German musical-instrument maker, named 
Schmidt. Sanson played the violin, Schmidt 
accompanied him on the harpsichord. The 
air was from ‘Iphigénie en Aulide.’ At its 
close, Sanson brought up the subject of a 
new machine for slaying men swiftly, and its 
seemingly insuperable difficulties. “‘ Schmidt” 
(says Henri Sanson) “ hesitated for a moment, 
and then traced a few rapid lines on a piece of 
paper, which he handed to my grandfather” 
(Charles Henri). ‘It was the guillotine.” 
Old Sanson ran off with the sketch to Dr. 
Guillotin, and the really humane doctor rushed 
te the National Assembly, where, on April 30th 
(Sanson writes 31st), he explained the plan, 
with enthusiasm on his side and loud laughter 
on that of the Assembly, especially when he 
declared that “the culprit would only feel a 
slight freshness on the neck”; but this was 
nothing to the peals which rang out after the 
next words :—‘ With this machine I chop 
your head off in a twinkling, and you do not 
suffer!” The editor asserts, on the faith of 
lis grandfather's notes, that Dr. Guillotin and 
Sanson exhibited the plan to Louis the Six- 
teenth. As Henri Sanson remarks, “This 
was the King’s second interview with my 
grandfather. Their next official meeting was 
to take place on January 21st of the following 
year.” 

And here may be aptly mentioned a singular 
fact. When all ranks were reduced to one 
level, the Sansons began to have aristo- 
cratic ideas, and each desired to be called by 
some less ignoble name than Bourreau, equiva- 
lent to “Jack Ketch.” Like the latter, 
Bourreau is derived from a once- existing 
official, whose name, however, has got some- 





what twisted in the course of years. We must 
go back more than 600 years to get at its 
origin—1260, The name originated from a 
cleric, one Borel, “who obtained the fief of 
3ellencombre on condition that he should hang 
the thieves of the district.” Borel, a priest, 
employed a lay substitute ; but, as he was sup- 
posed to act himself and was probably always 
present, he received his ‘ provisions” from 
the King. From this clerical executioner, 
Borel, came the appellation Lorreaux for 
like officials, and subsequently Jowrreau, 
and its plural. It was not a term of contempt 
till the sixteenth century, so that the Sansons 
bore it patiently for some hundreds of years. 
In the seventeenth century, indeed, various 
Parliaments declared that to call an executioner 
“bourreau,” was an offence liable to the penalty 
of a fine; and, as late as 1787, these decisions 
(including the right of execrtioners and their 
families to enter public places of recreation 
and amusement) were confirmed by the King. 
The Sansons, for themselves and their col- 
leagues throughout France, appealed to the 
Assembly to consider executioners as citizens ; 
but the Assembly came to no conclusion, 
Robespierre remarking, reasonably enough, 
“7 do not think a special law necessary ; 
those who are not excluded are admitted.” 
With that the Sansons had to be content, 
and might well be so, seeing that by official 
euphemism the “ bourreau” came to be called 
“exécuteur des hautes ceuvres,” or ‘“exécuteur 
de la haute justice.” The first criminal whom 
this “ executor of high deeds” passed under 
the knife of the first guillotine was a thief 
and murderer, one Perrinet, on an April day 
in 1792. The wretch fainted at the hor- 
rible novelty, but the execution was a com- 
plete success. Soon after this time, Sanson 
and his kinsmen, one of whom must have 
dropped his aristocratic prename of Charle- 
magne, came to be more in the eye of the public 
than almost any other men. The chief of 
them, on the day of the execution of Louis 
the Sixteenth, anxiously looked out for the 
Royalists who were expected to carry him off ; 
and when all was over, the loyal and religious 
“Charlot” (Louis Blane calls him ‘rabid 
royalist”) contrived to get a mass celebrated, 
in secret, for the repose of the King’s soul 
and the quieting of his own conscience. Of 
the spoil, he retained the King’s shoes and 
his collar-buckle, relics which he made over 
to a natural son of Louis the Fifteenth, the 
Abbé de Bourbon. One of the incidents of 
the many executions which followed was the 
presence of Jacot, an assistant of Charlot’s. 
When victims of note were to be despatched, 
Jacot assumed a mountebank’s dress, and, seated 
on the back of the horse in the shafts of the fore- 
most cart, excited the mob to horrible laughter 
by his more horrible ribaldry and coarse allu- 
sions to the condemned. ‘To relieve Jacot, 
the hired groups who followed the carts hurled 
their stereotyped imprecations at those who 
were on their way to death. Sanson begged 
that Jacot might be ordered to confine himself 
to his subordinate duty; but the former was 
told he had better mind his own business, 
or he might be taken the way he was in the 
habit of taking others. The drama of the 


guillotine had many striking incidents, ‘I 
am much humiliated,” said grand old Laroque 
to Egalité Orléans, “at having to die on the 
Among some of the 


same scaffold as you.” 





prisoners a parody of capital punishment was 
performed, by way of amusement! Giret- 
Dupré, before going up to be tried by the 
revolutionary Tribunal, had his hair cut short 
and his coat arranged, as if he were prepared 
for the guillotine; and he cheerfully remarked, 
“T hope I am all right.” Occasionally, when 
a noble, “wanted” by the Tribunal, escaped, 
the public had the spectacle of the execution 
of his servants. When only one convicted 
person was executed, the guillotine public 
hardly gave themselves the trouble to look 
on! One of the festival-days was when Count 
Lavalette was taken, as he was playing at 
shuttlecock with his wife, ‘to go,” as he was 
told, “‘ before the Tribunal, and thence to 
death.” He went to the scaffold with nine- 
teen others, one of whom was William Newton, 
an Englishman who had been a colonel in 
the army of the Republic. Not only did the 
people get surfeited with blood, the Sansons 
and their azdes grew sick and faint at their 
work, especially on the day when they killed 
fifty-four victims. Men began to be demon- 
strative enough to close their shops along that 
weary via dolorosa from the Conciergerie to 
the Place de la Révolution ; and a caricature 
appeared, in which, says Sanson, “I am 
represented guillotining myself in the middle 
of a heath covered with headless bodies and 
bodiless heads.” He kept a classified account 
of all who came under his knife, from July, 
1789, to October, 1796: the number amounted 
to nearly three thousand. Sanson was so far 
honoured that David designed a distinctive 
showy dress for him, which he declined to 
adopt; and poetical patriots referred to him as 
“the Avenger of the People.” 

“ A good journey to you, but don’t come 
back!” was the greeting of the crowd as 
Robespierre and his friends were carted to the 
scaffold. ‘My only regret is,” said one of 
the friends, “that I did not get all these 
blackguards guillotined.” Here the interest 
ends. Quieter times followed; ‘ glory” soon 
devoured more men than the executioner ever 
did. Sanson died in 1806; his son succeeded 
him; and the son of the latter took his father’s 
place in 1819, keeping it till 1847, when, at 
his own request, he was allowed to retire. 
He gives a “‘sad and dry list” of his opera- 
tions; not unmixed with incidental matters 
of importance. He congratulates himself on 
having no son, and that the male line of San- 
son de Longval will cease, at his death, to 
have a representative. As he is said to have 
abandoned his name, and to have retired where 
he is unknown, it is perhaps by some dis- 
regard to his wishes, or something else, that 
this book is described on the title-page as 
being edited by Henri Sanson, late executioner 
of the Court of Justice of Paris.

THE success which has attended the historical 
studies of the last half century is mainly to be 
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attributed to a perception of the value of 
primary evidence and a consistent application 
to all documents, whatsoever be their date or 
form, of those critical tests which we would 
apply toa pamphlet or newspaper report of 
our own day. Hence has arisen an increasing 
demand for the publication of the texts of 
medizeval manuscripts of every character. The 
printing of such works is necessarily ex- 
pensive, and the sale confined to the narrow 
class of professed historical students; few 
private individuals have at once the taste, the 
time, and the means required for the publica- 
tion of works involving much and prolonged 
critical labour, and likely to bring to the editor 
possibly serious loss, and certainly no profit. 

It is with pleasure, therefore, that we have 
received a copy of ‘The Book of Fenagh,’ 
translated by, and published at the expense of, 
Mr. D. H. Kelly. The size and type are 
identical with those used in the publications 
of the Irish Archeological Society, and the 
revision and annotation of the work has been 
entrusted to Mr. Hennessy, already favour- 
ably known by his edition of the ‘ Annals of 
Lough Cé,’ 

While the title-page describes ‘The Book 
of Fenagh’ to have been originally compiled 
by St. Caillin in the time of St. Patrick, the 
text, although dealing with legends concerning 
St. Caillin, does not pretend to have been 
written by him; and in their Preface even 
the editors admit that the date of tlie work in 
its present form cannot be anterior to the 
later half of the thirteenth century. The de- 
scription of ‘ The Book of Fenagh’ in the title- 
page appears to us, we must confess, unfair 
to the reader. The student of ecclesiastical 
history, who naturally expects valuable infor- 
mation as to the condition of the Irish Church 
in the time of St. Patrick from the work of a 
contemporary of the Irish missionary saint, 
cannot fail to be disappointed when he dis- 
covers that the editors admit in the Preface 
that the MS. which they so described in their 
title-page is nothing more than “a rental of 
the rents, tributes, privileges, and immunities 
of St. Caillin’s right royally endowed Abbacy 
of Fenagh.” It is, in fact, the chartulary of 
an Irish abbey of the thirteenth century ; and 
we may further add, upon the admission of 
the editors themselves, that, like the celebrated 
charters of the monks of Canterbury, the pro- 
phecivs and legends which it contains are 
obvious and deliberate forgeries. The value 
of the work lies precisely in the fact that it is 
a forgery; for, from the form which it assumes, 
it affords us a measure of the intelligence and 
education of those whom it was designed to 
mislead, and discloses in the fullest manner 
the opinion of the monks of Fenagh of their 
contemporaries, especially ecclesiastical. 

The manuscript, now for the first time 
printed, was transcribed, in a.p. 1516, for the 
then Abbot of Fenagh by Maurice, son of 
Paidin O’Mulconry, and is at present in the 
possession of the Roman Catholic Bishop of 
Ardagh. The MS. of 1516 was derived from 
an anterior MS. of the thirteenth century, but 
certainly was not a correct copy of it. The 
present text asserts that the original MS. had 
been altered, for we are informed that “it was 
this Tadhg (O’Roddy) that caused Maurice 
O’Mulconry to put this book here in a narra- 
tive form, for there was only poetry in the old 
book.” 





The MS. itself of 1516 does not appear to 
have met the entire approval of its contem- 
poraries, for Tadhg O’Roddy (who added 
marginal notes to the MS.) reproves in one 
of these the ignorant people who were per- 
petually saying, “ Tadhg O’Roddy put many 
lies into this book of Caillin, which was 
written in the year of Christ’s age, 1516.” 
Doubtless the proprietors of adjoining lands 
objected to the opportune publication of 
legends and prophecies, before unknown, 
which decided the right of the monastery to 
every contested due or offering. 

‘The Book of Fenagh’ consists of a series of 
prophecies or legends by, or relative to, St. 
Caillin, all of which turn upon the establish- 
ment of the rights of the monastery to some 
contested demand. It is evident upon the 
face of the work that the original poem is 
contained, with mauy prose interpolations, in 
the first 110 pages of the present printed 
volume, and that the subsequent legends have 
been added from time to time to meet the 
questions and disputes which subsequently 
arose, 

The first, and, in our opinion, the original 
portion of the MS., is the poem in which an 
angel is supposed to declare to St. Caillin 
“every king and every lord that possessed 
Treland since Cesair came into it, to the time 
of Patrick and Laoghaire MacNeill,” and also 
“every king who would come after him for ever 
over Ireland.” After the usual pious formule, 
the MS. gives an account of Caillin, his educa- 
tion and advancement. He was brought up, 
“nursed and fostered,” by Fintan until he at- 
tained the age of one hundred years, which was 
then considered immature. Inasmuch as Fintan 
was himself a contemporary of Noah, and had 
survived the Deluge, he doubtless considered 
St. Caillin still a youth when he sent him to 
Rome, “in order that his wisdom and know- 
ledge might afterwards be to the men of 
Treland a precious gem, and a key for the un- 
locking of ignorance and want of knowledge.” 
For two hundred years Caillin remained at 
tome, and, if this be once admitted, we may 
further concede, what the text asserts, that 
“not many other saints performed the study 
and labour that St. Caillin performed.” 

In the reign of Laoghaire MacNeill, and in 
the time of Patrick, St. Caillin arrived in Ire- 
land. Itwill be very interesting for ecclesias- 
tical antiquarians to learn that he then received 
from St. Patrick the rank of Archbishop and 
Arch-Legate. The lives of St. Patrick contain 
no account of these transactions, and, if so, 
it is so much the worse for the authors of the 
lives of that saint. 

Having learned the position of St. Caillin, 
we are not astonished by hearing that an 
angel made manifest to him the history of 
Treland, not only a) ante but also in post et 
in sempiternum. 

The history of Ireland prior to the time of 
Patrick is singularly like the cradest form of 
the medieval legend. First comes the immi- 
gration of Cesair with her fifty women and 
three men, of whom Finntan, the foster- 
father of St. Caillin, alone survived the flood, 
“who was asleep during the flood.” We 
have then our old friends Parthalon, Nemed, 
the Fomorians, the Fir-Bolgs, the Tuatha-De- 
Danann, and the usual pedigrees down to the 
time of Diarmait MacCerbhaill, who is repre- 
sented as the contemporary of the saint. We 





are next informed that the saint, having 
enumerated all the kings of Ireland ab ante, 
proposed, “ according as he had received from 
the angel the gift of explanation,” to give 
“the name of every king who will possess [re- 
Jand from this day unto doom” ; and he there- 
upon, as we are informed, mentioned the names 
of the kings of Ireland in their usual sequence 
from Diarmait McCerbhaill to Ruaidhri, the 
Great O’Conchobhair. As there was no king 
of Ireland after Ruaidhri, who reigned at the 
date of the arrival of the English, no further 
particularsare given. Although we are informed 
that forty-nine kings would reign between 
Diarmait and doom, we are given no distinct 
information as to their names and careers. 
There is then introduced a guasi-prophecy of 
the invasion of the English, who are repr2- 
sented as overcoming the natives of Ireland, 
wasting their sanctuaries, and plundering their 
shrines ; but the saint tells us that however 
great their success, “they shall in no wise 
obtain Ireland,” and “that the Breifnians will 
avenge Tighernan.” 

The author of the prophecy here passes into 
the local history of the chiefs of the adjoining 
territory of Breifne, which is carried down 
intelligibly in a prophetic form until about the 
middle of the thirteenth century. The local 
dynast contemporary with himself is, of course, 
the subject of extensive prophecy ; his libe- 
rality to the Church is extolled, and, naturally, 
thereupon the prophet proceeds to set out the 
rights and perquisites of the Abbey of Fenagh; 
and he predicts the everlasting destruction of 
all those who attempt to defraud the monas- 
tery. He says, with the utmost plainness,— 

Who ever furnishes not my tribute, 

As I say to my holy church— 


His children shall not obtain their inheritance ; 
Aud they shall obtain bell. 


Every legend and prophecy, from the com- 
mencement to the end of the MS., is intro- 
duced with the ultimate design of establishing 
some claim upon the neighbouring proprietors. 

In all pseudo-prophecies everything is clear 
and distinct, although somewhat veiled in 
mystery, down to the age of the author of the 
work, but all after that date is incomprehen- 
sible and vague. Between these two portions 
of every prophecy, there is generally a denun- 
ciation by the author of the state of things 
existing at his own time, in which we catch, 
at least, the tone of contemporary criticism. 
In the present work we have (pp. 99-105) a 
sketch, under the guise of prophecy, of Ire- 
land, as it appeared in the thirteenth century 
to the Monks of Fenagh. As to the bishops 
we learn— 


They will not follow just rules ; 
They will onty do injustice.— 
Numerous will be their hounds and servants ; 
They will not uphold the truth.— 
In their churches they ‘ll do no right 
They will be impure over the altar.— 
* ~ on 7 


They will have concubines ;— 

O Ireland, unhappy for thee will be 

The Bishops of the end of the world 

Their houses will be stingy and small ; 

Woe to him, who visits their abodes. 
The priests seem, in the opinion of the 
author, to have been worthy of the bishops ; 
they are described, 

Violating their orders,— 

Joyously emulating the Bishops. 


The kings are described as being such that 
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Their dark fast abode shall be 

The cold flagged floor of lowermost hell. 
As to the judges, artisans, and smiths; as 
to musicians and poets, as to all classes in 
power or of wealth, the opinion of the 
monkish poet of the Abbey of Fenagh in the 
thirteenth century is briefly summed up in 
the recurring line— 

They shall be sent to hell. 

This work gives us some means of gauging 
the difference between Norman, French, and 
Italian civilization in the thirteenth century 
on the one hand, and that of the still indepen- 
dent portions of Ireland on the other. The 
monk of Canterbury could imitate a Saxon 
charter, the monk of Evesham could buy a 
bull from a “cursor curiz fraudator notis- 
simus,” if he desired to support some litigated 
claim of his abbey ; but in a similar case the 
Trish monk wrote out in the book of the con- 
vent a vision, a prophecy, or a legend. When 
this was read out to the vulgar, there was 
nothing to be said but “scriptum est,” and 
the matter was concluded. 

Both acts were equally immoral, both were 
done by their respective authors in the belief 
that in defending the rights of their beloved 
monastery they were serving the cause of God 
against the powers of this world; but in the 
mode in whick the fraud was worked out there 
is the difference between incipient civilization 
and all but utter barbarism. 

We may further learn from the later legends, 
contained in the latter portion of the work 
before us, that the state of society in the yet 
unconquered territory of Breifne did not 
require the interference of the English Govern- 
ment to introduce a condition of civil chaos, 
although the most patriotic Englishman may 
admit that at a subsequent period the Eng- 
lish Government contrived to give the last 
finishing touch to the condition of universal 
disorder. 

The notes, we may add, contain some valu- 
able information of a topographical and genea- 
logical character, but the worth of the book, 
in a philological point of view, cannot be 
rated highly. 








Life of Robert Gray, Bishop of Cape Town and 
Metropolitan of Africa. Edited by his 
Son, the Rev, Charles Gray, M.A. 2 vols. 
(Rivingtons.) 

Ropert Gray, the future Bishop of Cape 

Town, was born October 3rd, 1809 ; was at 

school at Durham with his brothers Henry 

and Augustus ; went abroad, for the sake of 
his health, to Barbadoes in 1826 with two 
brothers and a sister, who were, like himself, 
delicate in health ; returned to England on 
the 14th of May, 1827, the sister having died 
abroad ; repaired to University College, Oxford, 
after returning from a tour in Switzerland ; 
started for a tour in Italy in 1831; was 

ordained deacon in 1833, and priest in 1834. 

The same year he was presented to the living 

of Whitworth, county Durham, by the Chapter 

of Durham Cathedral. In 1845 he was collated 
to Stockton Vicarage ; in 1847 he was conse- 
crated Bishop of Cape Town. After two visits 
to St. Helena from the scene of his labours 
in Africa, he visited England in 1850, and 
returned to his post in 1854. In 1858 he 


revisited his native country. The following 
year he returned to Cape Town, but was again 


in England in 1862. 


In 1863 we find him in 









Africa again ; but in 1867 he was once more 
in England. His death took place at Bishop’s 
Court in 1872. 

The biographer, whose name is concealed, 
has given about 1,2(0 pages 8vo. to the life 
of Bishop Gray. Much less space than this 
would have sufficed to relate all that was worth 
telling about the man. Had the biography 
been confined to 100 pages, it might have 
been more acceptable to the general public. 
As it is, the book is heavy and tedious, over- 
loaded with details which will be interesting 
to none but a fewchurchmen. The writer has 
not been judicious in the matter he gives, and 
presents no analysis of the character of his 
hero, but speaks of him throughout with lauda- 
tion. Whatever Dr. Gray did, said, or wrote has 
his biographer’s unqualified approbation, as far 
as we can see. As a biographical work of literary 
pretension, the volumes claim and deserve no 
attention. Full of topics which are trifling 
or unfavourable to the subject described, they 
are uninstructive except to the priestly and 
ecclesiastical. 

Bishop Gray, who has been compared to 
Cyril of Alexandria, was a man of moderate 
abilities and learning. His intellectual calibre 
was small; his theological knowledge super- 
ficial. But he was sincere, pious, earnest, 
active. His was a restless spirit. Whatever 
he felt to be his duty he carried out with 
vigour and perseverance as far as he could. 
He was a staunch friend, an unrelenting 
enemy. His life was troubled and stormy. 
Synods, law-suits, appeals, convocations, oc- 
cupied his time and saddened his thoughts. 
With high ideas of his spiritual powers and 
jurisdiction, he proceeded right forward, an 
ecclesiastical ruler valiant for the Church of 
England against all foes real or supposed. Of 
an advanced High Church type, he was narrow 
and intolerant, We can hardly think that the 
best interests of the Anglican Church are ad- 
vanced by the elevation of such men to posts 
where their propensities to override and put 
down all that differs from their own views 
may have scope for exercise. 

It is curious to find his University life com- 
prised in five lines. He went in, we are told, 
for a pass, and got an honorary fourth. Ata 
pretty early stage of his career his Church 
views began to develope. In 1839 he writes :— 


“¢*T have been much pleased with these Tracts, 
notwithstanding the great outcry raised against 
them. Sure I am that their principles are in the 
main those of the Church of England. There are 
some passages and opinions to which I cannot 
assent, and some which require consideration and 
reflection. They are written for the most part in 
a pious, humble spirit, and are, I cannot but think, 
calculated to do much good, by leading Church- 
men to a study of their own principles.’ Tract 
XC. and the controversy arising out of it interested 
him intensely: he ‘read and read over again’ all 
the pamphlets, letters, etc., which appeared on this 
subject, and found Dr. Pusey’s most interesting. 
Mr. Gray read all that came forth on the subject 
of the Church revival with the same lively interest. 
He mentions a sermon of Dr. Hook’s in December, 
1839 (the subject is not noted), as ‘ with copious 
notes. This 1sa book! It is one of the clearest 
and most striking exhibitions of High Church 
views that I have read, and contains much valu- 
able matter in the notes.’ Wilberforce’s ‘ Parochial 
System.’ A very admirable little work. True 
and sound views. Tracts of the Anglican Fathers. 
Sermons and tracts written by the Fathers of the 
English Church, re-published to prove that our 
reformers held High Church views, especially on 








the Sacraments and Apostolical succession, The 
language is very strong, and sometimes in the 
sermons on the Eucharist the expressions border 
on Consubstantiation. Gresley’s ‘Portrait of 
Churchman.’ An admirable book, placing the 
principles of the Church before the reader in a 
light and popular manner. Palmer's ‘ Treatise on 
the Church.’ Very able and interesting. I would 
not undertake to subscribe to all his opinions, but 
I am very thankful to have fallen in with his book, 
and hope to get much good from it. Benson’s 
‘Four Sermons against Tracts for the Times? 
Written calmly and reasonably, but his views are 
low. He insists that each man must interpret 
Scripture for himself, values the Apostolical Com- 
mission, yet defends the claims of anti-Episcopa} 
bodies to be considered as branches of the true 
Church !” 

After reading the epistles of Ignatius (which 
he took, of course, as authentic) he says, “My 
views confirmed with regard to the sin of 
schism, the necessity of unity, the doctrine of 
the sacraments, and the three orders.” St, 
Cyprian specially delighted him. In a letter 
to the Bishop of Oxford, Dr. Gray shows his 
churchmanship most clearly: “to forsake our 
communion for any other is a sin anda falling 
away from the true faith, and in England from 
the true Church.” Of the Athanasian Creed 
he says :— 

“The Athanasian Creed has been received by 
the universal Church, and has in consequence in 
its entirety the same authority as the Apostles’ 
Creed. Surely we cannot split it up, and say we 
receive this portion but not that? I deny the 
right of any branch of the Church to tamper with 
the creed. .. . The language of the monitory clauses 
simply announces God’s decrees, if the creed is a 
true exposition of the Faith. With the applica- 
tion of those decrees to individuals we have nothing 


to do; as the whole Church is indefectible in - 


matters of Faith, the creed must expound it truly. 
If so, ‘he that believeth not is condemned already.’ 
Who believes or who does not must be left to the 
judgment of the Great Day. I never supposed 
that the Church would allow the creed to be tam- 
pered with, when it spoke out, but at a great 
crisis each must speak out. Therefore I wrote.” 
The volumes are chiefly composed of the 
Bishop’s letters, extracts from his journals, 
accounts of the proceedings against Mr. Long, 
and those respecting the Bishop of Natal. 
Debates in Convocation, speeches of bishops 
there, documents of condemnation, inquisi- 
torial proceedings, are chronicled at length. 
Even extracts from the Guardian are some- 
times presented, which ought to have been 
left in their obscurity. One quotation from his 
journal will show its general character :— 


“Aug. 25th, 1847.— Went to London from 
Sutton Coldfield by an early train. Sat to Mr. 
Richmond. Went to §.P.G., where sat in council 
for an hour with Bishops of Adelaide, Melbourne, 
and Newcastle. Agreed to write to each other 
every six months, Called on Sir H. Smith—much 
pleased with him. Agreed to apply to Secretary 
at War for three military chaplains. Dined at 79, 
Pall Mall; Bishops of Adelaide aud Melbourne, 
Ch. Wordsworth, Macdougal, Missionary to Bor- 
neo, etc. 28th. By railroad to Wakefield. 29th. 
Preached at Wakefield in the morning, Dewsbury 
in the evening ; crowded congregations. 30th. 
Meeting in evening ; very crowded. 31st. Went 
to Leeds ; dined at one o'clock with Dr. Hook ; 
preached at S. Mary’s at three p.m.; left instantly 
by rail for Mirfield, where was engaged to attend 
a meeting at seven P.M. Arrived just in time; 
good meeting. September 1st—Went into Leeds 
for Bishop’s visitation ; sat with him at altar in 
robes, dined afterwards with clergy, addressed 
them about Cape Colony. 2nd. Went to Lord 
Ellesmere’s at Worsley, near Manchester — excel- 
lent people —he is building two churches, 3rd. 
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Meeting at Manchester, Hugh Stowell promised 
fature assistance. Went over parish church with 
Canons Parkinson and Clifton — then by rail to 
Liverpool to arrange about sermons and meetings 
there. Home late at night with Lady Ellesmere 
and daughters. 4th, Returned to Leeds, dined at 
Dr. Hook’s party of clergy ; Sinclair there, took 
much interest in my Mission. Sunday, 5th. 
Preached at parish church in morning — Holy 
Communion—quiet drive to Bradford for afternoon 
service at 3 o'clock, ten miles—arrived just in 
time — full church — back to S. George’s at Leeds 
(Sinclair's) just in time for evening service. 6th. 
To Mr. Ingham’s at Mirfield. 7th. Meeting at 
Bradford. 8th. Excellent meeting at Wakefield— 
party at dinner at Mr. Sharp’s the vicar. Parkin- 
son of S. Mary’s half offered to go out with me. 
Likely man to be useful. 9th. Bad meeting at 
Skipton, drove home with Boyd at night, sixteen 
miles. 10th. Wrote letters and walked on the 
hills.” 

We meet with many expressions of dislike to 
the Judicial Committee of the Privy Council 
and the Queen’s supremacy in ecclesiastical 
matters :—“ The Church must destroy that 
masterpiece of Satan for the overthrow of the 
faith, or it will destroy her.” “In that body 
[the Privy Council] all the enmity of the world 
against the Church of Christ is gathered up 
and embodied.” According to the Bishop, the 
State should be the servant of the Church, 
but still allow her revenues to remain intact. 
This in the eyes of many directly favours 
spiritual despotism. 

Among the numerous particulars in the 
volume which required greater editorial care, 
we may notice the introduction of the Rev. Mr. 
Long as “a certain Mr. Long”; the publication 
of this one-sided but characteristic paragraph : 
“We are miserably off for a Court and a Bar. 
The Court has an Irvingite for Chief Justice ; 
a Glassite for a senior Puisne Judge ; a Dutch- 
man, a parishioner of Long’s, for second Judge ; 
a Lutheran, brother to the Counsel against 
me, for third Judge ; the Attorney-General a 
Presbyterian ; the other Counsel most bitterly 
anti-English Dutchmen”; the description of 
Bishop Colenso in ‘‘Am I, having received 
my commission from our Lord, through His 
Church, to acquiesce in an infidel filling the 
See of Natal, to the destruction of the Body 
of Christ in that land? God forbid,”—also 
characteristic ; and the allusion to Dr. Tait, 
then Bishop of London, “‘as impertinently 
addressing not only all colonial bishops, but 
their clergy, on questions at issue.” In like 
manner, it is said that when Dr. Colenso 
returned to Africa “‘he was received by a 
mixed assembly of the indifferent or godless 
inhabitants, with a sprinkling of Dissenters.” 
In the same spirit the late Dr. Bleek is called 
“a German and an unbeliever.” The editorial 
care exercised has not been much, else we should 
not meet with “ Wolfens’” ‘Cure Philologice’ 
(for Wolfius’s) and ‘ Whitley” for Whitby. 

Many will look for descriptions of the state 
of the colony and the social condition of the 
races living in it. But the Bishop was not 
chiefly concerned with these matters. Yet he 
made several tours, which give us some insight 
into the condition of the country. The follow- 
ing extract shows the mode of travelling 
between Pieter Maritzburg and King William’s 
Town, about 450 miles distant :— 

“The journey had to be performed through 
a country where no horses had ever yet drawn 
a carriage, and over mountains pronounced to be 
almost impassable. The Crown Prosecutor, Mr. 
Harding, had just returned with three ox-waggons 





from Faku’s country, through which the Bishop 
was going, and this gentleman persisted in affirm- 
ing that he would never reach King William’s 
Town with his cart. However the Bishop was not 
discouraged, nor his intended companion Mr. 
Shepstone—(not the official already mentioned of 
that name, who had intended to go with the Bishop 
and was prevented, but his brother). The Governor 
and several other gentlemen rode some way with 
them, and then they proceeded on through a 
country rendered desolate by the custom of burn- 
ing the grass, which made it all as black as a 
cinder, and very gloomy. They slept at Tudai>ni 
Mission Station, and the next morning were joined 
by three Kafirs who were to guide them—one of 
whom had no clothing save his shield and assegait. 
They all took enormous quantities of snuff out of 
ivory spoons which they carried in their hair. 
The difficulties of the journey already began on 
this second day. ‘Some of the descents were 
fearful, the Bishop says :—‘I wondered how my 
man was able to drive down them :— I thought 
several times that cart and horses would all have 
rolled together down the mountain. The ascents 
were no better. At one very steep place the 
horses fairly refused to go on. After several vain 
attempts to get them up it, we partially unloaded 
the cart, and I ran before them, leading them with 
a rein, as they knew me almost as well as Ludwig. 
The Kafirs ran behind with stones to stop the cart 
from going back at the resting-places. I never 
remember to have been more oppressed by any 
exertion. Had the hill been a little longer, I am 
sure I should have fainted; as it was, my legs 
quite gave way, and I nearly fell, and did not 
recover myself for half-an-hour. I walked nearly 
the whole way, thinking that I was better able to 
carry myself than the horses were to draw me. 
We passed the night in a valley half-way up a 
mountain. The next night, after some delay 
owing to the horses having strayed, they out- 
spanned by a little stream, where the neighbouring 
Kafirs (who were quite naked) brought them sticks 
for their fire, new milk, and a few mealies for the 
horses, as also a calf, which latter was the tribute 
customary to bring to a great chief passing through 
the country. In return the Bishop gave the 
Kafirs some of his hard biscuits, which puzzled 
them very much; sugar, which they thought 
excellent, and very sweet tea, which they liked 
best of all. The next day’s journey (July 5th) 
was very disastrous :—‘ We ascended the mountain 
which overhangs the Umzumkulu well enough ; 
but in our descent we came to some very broken 
ground, though not worse than much that we had 
safely passed over. Just, however, as I was offer- 
ing up thanksgiving for escape from danger, I saw 
my cart roll over. In an instant it was turned 
completely upon its head, quite crushing the tent, 
and the wheelers were upon their backs, with their 
feet inthe air. Ludwig was invisible, being under 
the cart. We extricated him with some difficulty, 
and found that, by God’s great mercy, he was not 
in the least hurt ;—he had not even a bruise. In 
a short time we managed to release the horses, 
and then, with the assistance of some Kafirs, 
turned the cart over. We foundit considerably 
damaged, but Ludwig, who is a most invaluable 
and indefatigable man, bound it together with 
riems. We then packed some of our goods on the 
horses’ backs, and carried the rest ourselves with 
the aid of the Kafirs, having previously sent the 
empty cart a considerable distance in advance, the 
ground being still very rough..... After leaving 
this place we had still a very difficult country to 
travel over. It was a plain, intersected by a great 
number of deep ravines. There was no road, not 
even a track or path, to guide us, and I was 
amazed that we got safe through our difficulties. 
We broke our harness in several places in doing so, 
but arrived at the Umzumkulu before sunset. 
This is a fine broad river, and the country about it 
may be called beautiful, though there is a great 
sameness in all the mountainous parts of Natal. 
In coming out of the drift our horses stuck fast, 
being unable to drag the cart out. After taking 
the luggage off, we managed to get safe to land, 





and outspanned just on the bank of the river 
where I had agreed to meet Mr. Fynn, who, how- 
ever, did not make his appearance. Some of the 
grass about us was at least eight feet high ; the 
horses were quite lost in it. I feel thankful to 
Almighty God that the accident which has befallen 
us to-day has not been attended with more 
mischief. Both man and horses might easily have 
been killed. The loss of my cart, however, seems 
to me like the loss of a home. I read in it, wrote 
in it, slept in it-—in fact, lived init. It has been 
my chief home for some months. Now I am with- 
out shelter, but, thank God, it is not a season of 
the year when we need expect much rain. It is 
singular that the two worst accidents which I have 
had in all my South African travels should have 
happened in coming into and going out of Natal. 
My exit was not much more dignified than my 
entrance, for I on foot drove four of my horses for 
a considerable distance with a knapsack on my 
back and two other packages in my hands. Poor 
Ludwig insisted on my occupying his bed under 
the cart at night, though I was loth to rob him of 
his comfortable berth. I reckon the actual distance 
from Maritzburg to the Umzumkulu to be eighty 
miles,’” 


The biographer concludes with saying that 
on the morning of Sunday, September Ist, 
1872, “the greatest bishop perhaps of recent 
times was called to join the Church trium- 
phant.” This is higher praise than any save 
an undiscerning eulogist would venture to 
assign. Doubtless Bishop Gray was an in- 
tense lover of the Church of England as he 
conceived her, and of the truth as he had 
imbibed it. He was self-denying in his 
work, and earnest in doing it. His devotion 
to the service that occupied all his energies 
was exemplary; and none can question his 
courage in all that seemed right and good. 
He fully believed that the Holy Ghost was 
with him, as he says himself. Yet he could, 
at the same time, characterize a brother bishop 
as “this most wilful and deposed heretical 
teacher.” Verily the attribute of infallibility 
is easily claimed. We cannot, therefore, help 
thinking that he would have been more useful 
in a small parochial sphere in England, where 
there would have been few opportunities of 
ruling other clergy, and the power of self- 
assertion would have lacked scope for its 
development. As it was, he threw himself into 
questions which he had neither the ability nor 
the learning to understand, much less to dis- 
cuss. Had he understood the Bible as well as 
he did the Prayer Book, he might have been 
able to sympathize in doubts and to deal 
tenderly with difficulties which he never felt. 
But one who took Mr. Burgon as a good ex- 
positor of inspiration, and Drs. Pusey and 
Wordsworth as excellent commentators, had 
little idea of the requirements necessary to 
the large-minded interpreter of Scripture. By 
constitution as well as education the Bishop 
of Cape Town was not an inquirer after truth. 
Rather was he a stout defender of whatever 
the Church of England is pleased to call the 
truth, or, rather, that party in the Church to 
which he belonged. His virtues were many, 
and we love to think of them; but he had 
faults which came out into prominence amid 
the quarrels into which he rushed. The 
attempt made in these volumes to exhibit him 
as a pattern Metropolitan, as a great as well as 
good man, is too weak to need a word of 
remark,

In a modest preface, or, as he prefers to call 
it, tpoAcyopeva, Mr. Watts suggests, with a 
pleasing confidence, though in doubtful 
grammar, that his story “may have a similar 
effect on the mental taste palled with high- 
spiced sensationalism as that produced by an 
olive on the jaded palate of the feaster upon 
strongly condimented dishes.” This led us to 
indulge in pleasant anticipations. We have had 
stories of English and French domestic life in 
plenty ; but Germany is a comparatively un- 
worked field, and seemed to promise well. We 
began, however, to coubt Mr. Watts’s capacity 
for observing and delineating German life some- 
what when we found one blunder in the lan- 
guage halfway down the table of contents, 
and two more on the third page. ‘‘ Hoch 
Schule,” “ Hochdeutch,” and “ giitzbeseitzer,” 
are not forms that would be employed by any 
one with the most elementary acquaintance 
with the German tongue; and, as we go 
onward, and find the array increasing with 
almost every page,—for, in a very few chapters, 
we meet with “Gott bedankt,” “der Land- 
haus,” “der Miitter,” “ach! liebe Gott,” 
“ friuleinen,” “ friiu,”—-we begin to fear that 
Mr. Watts’s study of German has not gone 
very far. Indeed, to judge from his want of 
success with other languages, including his own, 
as evidenced by such expressions as “ fervet 
bonus opus,” “ quantum valeat,” ‘“propriétairé,” 
‘¢idiosyncracies,” or by his contrasting fire- 
arms with lethal weapons, and speaking of an 
offence as being “condoned only by death,” 
we should say that he will never attain to 
any high rank asa linguist. All this, how- 
ever, may be necessary to keep up the simile 
of the preface. As an olive will give a flavour 
to even ordinary wine, so the next novel 
which we take up, even though it be dull, 
may, if tolerably free from gross blunders, ap- 
pear to us, by mere force of contrast, well 
written and elegant in style. As to the matter 
of the book, it is to be observed that Mr. 
Watts, though he disclaims sensationalism, 
has given us a thrilling incident in the shape 
of the slaughter of a wolf, by the unerring 
rifle of a professor (!), over the prostrate body of 
the heroine, and, moreover, has made the 
turning-point of the whole story to consist in 
the same professor’s trial for his life on a charge 
of treason, and his acquittal by means of some 
evidence opportunely given by the same 
heroine, who is an English governess in his

household. The whole trial indeed is, we 
should say, sensational in the extreme. The 
“Elector” of Eisenberg, or Eisenstadt—both 
names are used indiscriminately, as far as we 
can make out, for the state in which the scene 
is laid—presides, and orders witnesses into 
close confinement summarily. We should like, 
in passing, to know what Mr. Watts conceives 
“Electors” to have been, and how many of 
them he supposes to have existed in 1848—the 
date of his story. Then the prisoner insults 
the Attorney-General, who has insulted his 
witness, and gets fined incontinently for it. 
After his acquittal, he marries the heroine, 
fights a duel with her insulter, is made a privy- 
councillor, and lives happy ever afterwards. 
If all this is not in the style of the ordinary 
“sensational” novel, we know not what is. 
The bulk of the book is taken up with a 
good deal of dull correspondence, mostly on 
political matters, but partly on English manners 
and customs, between the professor and a cer- 
tain Doctor von Rankheim. Mr. Watts tells 
his readers that the politics, though essential 
to the purpose of the tale, can easily beswskipped. 
We advise them to take the hint, or even to 
go further and skip the whole book. To the 
author we would also give a word of advice— 
that, before writing another novel, he should 
make himself acquainted both with the lan- 
guage in which he intends to write and with 
that of the country in which he places his cha- 
racters. He will find the trouble amply repaid 
by the result, and possibly may succeed in 
writing a story not unacceptable, to use his 
own phrase, to others than unfastidious readers. 

‘Sojourners Together’ is a pleasant little 
story of a young man who comes to stay at a 
Swiss hotel where, a year before, he had “met 
his fate.” In the mean time he has been 
thrown over by the lady, owing, as he sup- 
poses, to the fact that his father has left him 
not nearly so well off as he had expected. 
He returns to his old haunts, full of sweet and 
bitter fancies, and before long “meets his fate” 
again in the person of a young lady of charm- 
ingly simple manners, the daughter of a vulgar 
but good-hearted City man. He wins her 
heart at once by throwing out of the window 
of the “salle” a snob who has insulted her 
father, and, before long, he, being an artist, 
is undertaking to superintend her sketching 
attempts. A few interruptions to the course of 
true love occur, first in the appearance of a 
person who is a kind of prétendu of the 
lady, and secondly in that of Mr. Netherton’s 
fickle mistress, who, to complicate matters 
further, turns out to have been in heart faith- 
ful to him all along, and to have been forced 
by parental tyranny into marriage with the 
man who is now her husband. However, she, 
and he too, make the best of circumstances, 
and all the state of the case having been ex- 
plained, Mr. Netherton and Miss Dobbin are 
left in a fair way to make each other happy. 
This slight story is well told, and the various 
“sojourners together” in the Swiss pension 
are happily sketched. One or two small faults 
of spelling, as “Chateau La Fite,’ “a Voght- 
lander’s glass,” are trifling blemishes in a plea- 
sant little tale, which we can honestly recom- 
mend to our readers. 

Mr. Mortimer Collins is madder than usual 
in his present volumes, and quotes and repeats 
himself with tremendous gusto. The thread 
of his narrative is confused by the number 








and length of his soliloquies ; but the plot of 


his two novelettes is comparatively simple, 
In the first, a young squire runs off to Ame. 
rica, and, after working with an intellectual 
blacksmith, marries a young lady in the 
wilderness, who turns out to be his own 
cousin, and heiress to a great estate. In the 
second, a young peer, within the space of 
twenty-four hours, is drugged and thrown out 
of a railway carriage, recovers his senses, 
succeeds to a dukedom, and marries the 
daughter of a colossal bankrupt. A dignitary 
much resembling Archdeacon Denison turns 
up in time to perform the ceremony. There 
is some by-play provided in the casting of 
a young woman into a lion’s den by her 
reputed father ; and a spiritualist séance gives 
occasion for some japes. In spite of the 
absence of mechanism in the plot, however, 
and the exceedingly slight residuum of romance 
when the extraneous matter has been properly 
sifted, we are grateful to Mr. Collins for some 
pretty verses and a few happy thoughts, though 
the latter are frequently marred by repetition. 
Of course there are several onslaughts on 
things and people distasteful to the author, 
The following, to our thinking, is sen- 
sible :—‘‘ Why cannot writers of real genius 
perceive that there is no creature so delightful 
to describe and bring into action as the true 
lady? Think of Homer’s ‘ Nausikaa,’ of Shak- 
speare’s ‘Rosalind, and compare them to 
somebody who cometh up as a flower, or 
throweth her husband down a well.” It is 
owing to his perception of this truth, the 
pure passion of his love-scenes, and such pieces 
of descriptive writing as the sketch in this 
book of Clitton Downs, that we can forgive, 
though we cannot but deplore, the carelessness 
and egotism that mar Mr. Collins’s books. 
‘Pretty Miss Bellew’ commands our inter- 
ested attention, though the three volumes 
dedicated to her story are somewhat long. 
We could have dispensed, for instance, with 
the childish loquacity of her sister Dottie, 
whose broken talk looks silly in print, how- 
ever much one might have admired it in 
nature. Nor is our author’s own diction quite 
matured in the matter of grammar, though no 
offensive blunders suggest her relegation to 
the school-room. We use the pronoun ad- 
visedly, partly in consequence of the earnestness 
with which a masculine habit is assumed, and 
partly because the heroes Mackenzie and 
Clive are not those whom a man would have 
described. Nor would a man have made the 
slip about a barrister’s “ office,” or supposed 
that breach -of- promise cases are tried in a 
police -court. However this may be, the 
discipline which Katie undergoes at the hands 
of her two lovers—the one whom she adores, 
and the other who adores her — developes her 
in the end into a thoroughly satisfactory 
heroine ; far more so than the lady whose 
perversity, as much as her husband’s unreason- 
ing passion, separates her from the world 
without the dignity of involuntary martyrdom. 
The young person in coloured bows and 
flounces, who subjugates the miserable Dick 
3ellew, and makes him as nearly a man as his 
nature will permit, makes a good contrast to 
the more cultivated lovers. On the whole, 
there is a good deal of interest in some of the 
characters, though about half of them might 
have been omitted with advantage. 
Owen Gwynne is a painful scholar, smitten 
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late in life with the cacoéthes scribendi, and 
urged to exertions beyond his power by an 
ambitious wife. Both are pathetic portraits, 
though their selfishness is combined with 
much not ungenerous self-deception, and the 
woman, at any rate, is buoyed up by hope 
and a pride which is not selfish. To enable 
the bodily machine to stand the strain of 
authorship, this anxious couple call their artist- 
son from Rome, and make him exchange for 
humble bread-winning as a banker’s clerk the 
career Which is dearer to him than anything 
but duty. Lance is a fine character, though 
the touch of douwrness, inherited from his 
mother, mars the grace of his self-sacrifice, 
and in the crisis of his life makes him unfor- 
giving to a woman whose fault arose from 
loving much, Readers will be moved to sorrow 
by Maxy’s death, and as infinitely relieved as 
was Owen Gywnne himself, when the too 
precious ‘ History of the Fifteenth Century’ 
is lost in a shipwreck, and all hearts gladdened, 
except poor Mrs. Gwynne’s, by the removal of 
the family incubus. 

The people in ‘Honours Divided’ are not 
much like any one in real life, but the spirit 
of the story is sufficiently vivacious to prevent 
its absurdities being fatal. A clerical baronet 
is the villain of the piece, and one Lewis 
Harding, his son by a particularly scoundrelly 
amour, the hero, for whom both the heroines 
suffer the worst agonies of love. For him 
Norah languishes in the house of her un- 
principled guardian, and for him the impuisive 
Albina stoops to treachery, contriving that 
the care of her orphan rival shall be assigned 
to the amorous and unscrupulous baronet. 
The high counsels of a third young lady, a 
charming Puritan, whose mission it is to 
reform a rake by matrimony, finally induce 
Albina to an act of self-sacrifice, and secure 
the happiness of the original pair of lovers. 
Harding’s success in love seems to us out of 
proportion to his deserts, as he is hasty and 
selfish, and not particularly faithful. There 
is some humour in Sir Marcus Borrodaile, 
though his rowdyism is farcical and over- 
strained. The women are better than the 
men, both Albina and Margaret having their 
strong points of character, and Mrs. Erskine, 
with her jealousy and devoteeism, being a 
sort of Queen Mary in private life. The 
story improves in its progress, and many 
worse ones have appeared this season. 

‘Black and Tan’ are the distinctions of 
complexion which mark two young ladies, 
otherwise singularly void of distinguishing 
characteristics. The modest volume which 
recounts their fortunes is made up of small 
talk of the most ordinary kind and adventures 
of an every-day sort, which are mentioned in the 
most casual way. ‘There is a baronet, of course, 
who quarrels with his son, and various young 
gentlemen of no particular note who flirt with 
the various young ladies. Tan’s lover is a 
soldier, who looks charming in his light in- 
fantry uniform, succumbs to his fair partner 
at a ball, proposes the next day, is accepted 
by papa, and duly marries. Black’s hero has 
a few more difficulties to encounter, being 
shipwrecked, though without much discomfort, 
in the Adriatic before his nuptials are con- 
summated. Some descriptions of Corfu and 
Albania, and some very dull comic personages, 
complete this intellectual treat. 


‘Wild Mike’ is a telling little story, by | 





the author of ‘ Misunderstood,’ and devoted to 
the altogether excellent purpose of rousing the 
interest of the careless rich in the Victoria 
Hospital for Children. A little Irish raga- 
muflin is tamed and spiritualized, and a hard- 
working English mother converted to charitable 
views of other types of people than her own, 
by the wise ministrations of a good woman. 
The story is well told, and is pious without 
being weak. 

It would be a great convenience to reviewers 
if novels could be classed with reference to 
some standard, so that we could at once say, 
“This book belongs to the first or the second 
class—its faults are so and so”; or even if some 
such understanding could grow up with regard 
to novelists as that which tacitly consigns the 
minor poets to a class by themselves. It is, 
in truth, absurd to judge of such a book as 
‘Dear Lady Disdain’ from the same stand- 
point as that from which we start to estimate 
the merits or vices of the mass of the novels 
which come before us. A book written in a 
simple, grammatical style, which does not 
irritate us by its pretentious inaccuracy or 
sicken us with vulgarity in the first chapter, 
at once rises above the level; and when in 
addition we have vigorous writing and clearly 
drawn characters, we at once reach a consider- 
able elevation. It would, however, be unfair 
to speak of Mr. M‘Carthy’s book with so 
little beyond merely negative praise. Miss 
Marie Challoner obtained her nickname from 
Miss Lyle, who observed “the scornful way 
in which the girl was accustomed from her 
very childhood to drop the acquaintances she 
had suddenly taken up if they proved un- 
interesting, and her indifference to flirtations 
and sentiment”; and Mr. M‘Carthy has been 
able to give her some of that ‘ pleasant- 
spirited” nature which makes Shakspeare’s 
Beatrice such a fascinating character. He has 
succeeded in the difficult task of making his 
heroine come up to his own description. 
‘* Marie had a free, friendly, half-boyish sort 
of nature, which .. . . seemed to turn with im- 
patience and even contempt from sentimental- 
isms and lovemaking.” And he has justified 
Miss Lyle in her observation when she says to 
Marie, “ I have always seen in you something 
that young women don’t have generally— 
something very rare among us altogether, I 
believe—a sort of thing that men call honour.” 
It is not often that a writer who can draw a 
young woman is equally successful with men ; 
and perhaps the more charming the lady is the 
more difficuit it becomes to avoid making the 
jeune premier a prig. Mr. M‘Carthy’s hero is, 
however, certainly not that. He is as bright 
and fresh as a young fellow ought to be 
who has spent the greater part of his life in 
Japan and San Francisco, and has had the 
advantage of constant association with a father 
whose profession was scientific engineering and 
literature his diversion. If we are inclined to 
think him inferior to Lady Disdain, perhaps 
some allowance ought to be made for jealousy. 
There is a delightful variety in Mr. M‘Carthy’s 
characters, who are drawn with precision and 
distinctness, and with a freshness which gives 
them originality, even if they are not actually 
new types. Dione Lyle, who years ago had 
been a celebrated singer, and who lives in 
calm retirement and seems to breathe an air 
of placidity and refinement into everything 
about her, forms an excellent contrast to the 





impulsive and scatter-brained Mrs. Seagraves, 
who delights in the society of people who 
have a reputation for being eccentric. Her con- 
versation is characteristic and amusing enough, 
and Mr. M‘Carthy has resisted the tempta- 
tion to give too much of it. Here is a speci- 
men :— 

“¢Oh, but I do admire Japanese things. .... 
I think everything Japanese is so very lovely. Not 
everything, of course; because, as Marie says, some 
Japanese things are hideous. But we need not 
admire the hideous ; we may select and keep to 
the beautiful. ...Oh, Chopin is divine, a divinity!’ 
—‘I hope he is ; for some of you would be simply 
Atheists without him,’ her brother remarked.—‘ I 
do so love Atheists,’ said Mrs. Seagraves; ‘at least, 
I like them, they are so very interesting ; but, of 
course, one is sorry for their opinions, you know, 
only they are so nice! I know such very delight- 
ful Atheists !’” 

We are disposed to find fault with the love- 
scene near the end of the book; but we have 
not space to quote it, and we must leave it 
to the reader’s judgment. The situation is 
cleverly devised, and we must confess that, 
having ourselves gone very near to falling in 
love with Lady Disdain, we may perhaps take 
a prejudiced view of the way in which she 
acts towards her lover. One word of advice to 
Mr. M‘Carthy—he should avoid such smart 
sentences as “So she had no end of acquaint- 
ances and no beginning of suitors,” and “‘ men 
whose talk was not of oxen, but of bulls and 
bears”: they are amusing to their inventor, 
but irritating to the reader. To show that 
this advice is meant in good part, we may add 
that ‘ Dear Lady Disdain’ is never dull; the 
incidents are well woven into the story ; and, 
though the plot is not intricate, the interest 
is excellently kept up, and the book is bright 
and healthy throughout. 








THE CAUCASUS. 


The Frosty Caucasus. By F. C. Grove. 
(Longmans & Co.) 
THE victims of the all-absorbing passion fur 
mountaineering, which has been generated of 
late years in England by the success of the ex- 
plorers of the Alps and by the exuberant animal 
spirits which require some such safety-valve, 
are beginning to find that in Switzerland almost 
everything has been done which is to be done. 
Luckily, however, those who are looking about 
them for fresh worlds to conquer, need not 
wander so far as the Himalaya or the Thian-Shan 
to satisfy their ambition ; for in the south-east- 
ern corner of Europe rises the mighty wall of the 
Caucasus, with peaks enough to last the most 
enterprising climber a lifetime. The Russians 
are not given to the violent exertion required 
for the successful assault of peaks 18,000 feet 
high, and, up to Mr. Freshfield’s visit with a 
party a few years back, the idea that Elbruz 
and Kazbek were to be climbed had never 
entered a Russian’s, much less a native’s, head. 
In one respect the Caucasian peaks are remark- 
able: the summits, which form the main chain 
which runs from Abkhasia to the Dariel, are 
extremely difficult to ascend; in fact, their 
crags, rising sheer from the gloomy depths of 
the valleys below, present the most marked 
contrast to the comparatively easy slopes of 
the immense majority of the Alpine mountains. 
This, however, is not the case with the two best 
known : Kazbek is by no means a difficult peak 
to ascend; the slopes, on which Prometheus 
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might have stretched at ease, lead up gently 
to a peak which owes its celebrity rather to 
its peculiar shape, and its situation close to the 
main pass of the Dariel, than to its height or 
inaccessibility : while, as to Elbruz, our author's 
words, giving as they do to the profane a good 
insight into the psychological condition of the 
true mountaineer, are worth quoting :— 

“ Elbruz, though a tiring mountain, presents no 
Gifficulty to the mountaineer. The ascent is, 
indeed, nothing but a steady trudge, save where 
the way lies over the slope leading from the point 
just below the col to the rim of the crater. There 
we had, as has been said, to cut some steps, and 
in coming down these a little care was necessary, 
but the difficulty was as slight as could be for men 
at all accustomed to mountains. How it might be 
with those who had no experience of snow or ice 
work I can hardly say, for it is not easy to allow 
sufficiently for the ingenuity which unpractised 
men show in their attempts—often successful—to 
do themselves injury. It is just possible that, by 
sedulous carelessness, a roll over could be brought 
about on this slope, which, however, would perhaps 
in another season be entirely different.” 

Mr. Grove, however, is worthy of a much 
better fate, if he will allow us to say so, than 
that of “ever climbing up” never-ending peaks. 
His ardour for scaling heights does not by any 
Means cause him to neglect that which lies 
before his eyes in the valleys, and thus his 
descriptions of the natives are far from un- 
interesting. He is not entirely free from the 
fault, almost universal among a certain class 
of travellers, of relating the veriest trifle which 
happens, without the smallest regard for the 
feelings of the public, who want a book, and 
get a description of fleas and extortionate 
landlords; but the Caucasus being so little 
known, his minuteness of detail, which might 
be a disadvantage in a work on a more-fre- 
quented country, is here rather the reverse. 
Besides which, Mr. Grove, considering that 
he had to be satisfied with the usual doubtful 
interpreter of the East, is unusually accurate, 
aud avoids with great success the ingenious 
mistakes in names and geography in which 
modern authors seem to delight. We rather 
think that Mr. Grove’s interpreter must have 
been drawing largely on his own imagination 
in some of the political dialogues which we 
occasionally come across; if he was not, he 
must be a phoenix among interpreters. 

Mr. Grove’s “ march-route,” as the Russians 
say, did not take him over a very large portion 
of the Caucasus. He marched from Kutais 
north-east, up the Rion, “ completing,” as he 
observes, “the work of exploration which 
Jason and the Argonauts began rather a long 
time ago.” He crossed the main chain, and, 
bending out through the hill-country, reached 
a point not very far from Piatigorsk, the 
fashionable watering-place of the day; now, 
alas! invaded by a desecrating railway. Turn- 
ing back from the allurements of Capua, he 
ascended Elbruz, then, crossing the Kouban 
and recrossing the chain, dropped down on 
the Black Sea at Soukhoum Kalé. His de- 
scription of the valley of the Kodor, on the 
south side of the Caucasus, well illustrates the 
wonderful difference which a distance of a 
few miles makes, and which strikes every 
traveller, coming from the north to the south, 
as little less than marvellous :— 

“This path we followed down a very steep 
descent of some 2,000 feet, at the end of which we 
found ourselves at the beginning of the valley, 
and already surrounded by the magnificent vege- 





tation of the south. The Kliitch being reached, 
our men made a long halt for conversation and 
prayer, so that there was plenty of time for us to 
look about us, and to realize the wonderful change 
from the Northern to the Southern Caucasus. It 
was as if we had travelled, not over a narrow 
ridge, but over a great space of country. We 
were in another climate—in another land. Most 
people know the astonishing difference between 
the two sides of the great Alpine chain, between 
the austerity and severe beauty of Switzerland and 
the colour and the splendour of the richness of 
Italy ; but even this is not so great or so striking 
as the difference between the northern and southern 
slopes of the Caucasus. We had left on the other 
side dull grass-land very monotonous in colour, 
sparse pine-woods, bare rocks, a keen and bracing 
air. Here we came to vegetation of almost tropical 
richness, to many flowers, to a huge forest of noble 
trees, covering hill-side and ridge, to a varied pro- 
fusion of beautiful colour, to the hot, close, and, as 
it were, loaded southern atmosphere. The Ab- 
khasian valleys of the Caucasus have a more than 
Italian richness, as those of the north have a more 
than Alpine severity. It seemed hard to believe 
that only a few hours’ walking were [why the 
plural ?] required to pass from one region to the 
other.” 

Altogether this unpretentious little book, 
conveying a great deal of information about a 
most interesting and almost untrodden country, 
is far better worth reading than many more 
elaborate works. It has an excellent map 
(which, we will, however, venture to suggest, 
is a little too local, and might with advantage 
have been supplemented by a sketch map, 
showing a few well-known points as guides to 
the relative position of the remainder), while 
the engravings are good enough to make one 
wish they had been more numerous. 





OUR LIBRARY TABLE. 


Messrs. Hurst & Buackert send us My Youth 
by Sea and Land, from 1809 to 1816, by Mr. 
Charles Loftus, formerly of the Royal Navy, late 
of the Coldstream Guards. Blind and nearly an 
octogenarian, the writer, or rather author, of these 
autobiographical sketches of his early youth at once 
enlists our sympathies ; and as the reminiscences 
of his midshipman’s career are pleasantly told, 
and his yarns smoothly spun without pretension, 
we may consider his contribution to our light 
literature as acceptable for whiling away an hour 
or relieving the monotony of a railway journey, 
for which purposes it would have been better had 
the matter been condensed into a volume instead 
of extended into two. Mr. Loftus was fortunate 
in being a member of a good family, with iu- 
fluential relatives, for owing to this his entry 
into the Navy was shorn of many of the hard- 
ships usual at the time in which he commenced 
his career—the days of hemp cables and water 
casks! He had a purser’s or a lieutenant’s cabin 
to retire to, a privilege which did not fall to 
the lot of many of his companions, and even 
found a captain to furnish hin—a midshipman— 
with a clean shirt every day in his time of need! 
He seems to have almost commanded his own 
leave of absence from his ship, and had officers of 
high rank in the Army to visit and be entertained 
by. But we are not finding fault with our author 
because he was fortunate above others; indeed, 
had he not been so, we should have missed many 
of his most pleasant pages ; but we may commiserate 
him on his misfortune of blindness, for we are 
sure he would not have overlooked so many errors 
as his amanuensis has, usually through want of 
technical knowledge. We think it also a pity 
that the names of persons are not given instead of 
initials only, since it spoils the stories ; and as 
many of the tales are matters of history there was 
no necessity for the concealment. 

THe Essays on Social Subjects, by M. J. 
Higgins, which Messrs, Smith & Elder send us, 














are a set of sketches, some of which had been 
collected and published for private circulation by 
the author ; while some are now for the first time 
reprinted. A memoir written by Sir W. Stirling. 
Maxwell is prefixed. It is amusing to learn from 
this biography that “His connexion with the 
Tichborne family led Mr. Higgins to take much 
interest in the famous case of the disputed Tich- 
borne succession. In the earlier stages of that 
celebrated plea he took an active part in examining 
and exposing the claims of the butcher from 
Wapping and Australia, now expiating his per- 
juries at Dartmoor.” <A subject better suited to 
Jacob Omnium could hardly have been found; 
and we do not think this volume represents Mr, 
Higgins at his best. He was a born journalist, 
No one ever knew better how to state a case in the 
way the British public best like and understand; 
and the volume on ‘ Minor Political Topics,’ which 
Sir William half promises, is more likely to 
represent adequately the peculiar talents of “ J. 0,” 
But the truth is, he himself printed in « separate 
form his most effective articles. 


Att who have studied the subject are aware 
that, notwithstanding the national love for every 
description of gymnastics and athletics, we are 
lamentably behind most foreign nations in skill 
with the sword. Nor is the British officer an ex- 
ception to the rule, thanks chiefly to the vicious 
system of training sanctioned by authority. In 
fact, the regulation sword exercise, based on 
Mr. Angelo’s system, would destroy the very best 
natural capabilities. It may be argued that it is 
an officer’s business to direct the fighting of his 
men, not to be himself an active combatant. This 
is true; but he very often, especially in India or 
in street-fighting, has no choice, and is compelled 
in self-defence to engage in personal encounter. 
Besides, if it is considered proper that an officer 
should carry a sword, he surely ought to be taught 
how to use it. Moreover, the sword exercise for 
the cavalry closely resembles that prescribed for 
the officer of infantry, and is conducted on the 
same faulty principles. We hail, therefore, with 
satisfaction the eminently practical little treatise 
of that indefatigable author, Captain Burton, A 
New System of Sword Exercise for Infantry 
(Clowes & Sons), which deserves to be adopted 
as the regulation manual of the British army. 
Before, however, much increase of skill with 
either the bayonet or the sword can be looked for, 
a salle d’'armes and a competent instructor must 
be provided for every barrack, 


Messrs. De La Rue’s dainty Diaries we are 
always glad to welcome. We have before us 
several charming pocket-books, a useful yet hand- 
some ‘ Desk Diary,’ and the admirable ‘ Condensed 
Diary,’ and the well-known Red-Letter Calendars, 
all admirable in their way. The same firm send 
us several packets of Christmas Cards.—The 
quarto Ironmongers’ Diary and Text-Book and The 
Chemists’ and Druggists’ Diary seem cupitally 
adapted to the needs of the trades they are in- 
tended for. So far as we have looked, however, 
we can find no publisher's name on either, but we 
believe the latter, at all events, issues from the 
office of a newspaper called the Chemist and 
Druggist.—The City Diary is an excellent volume 
for a shilling. Messrs. Collingridge publish it.— 
Eason’s Almanac and Handbook for Ireland (W. 
H. Smith & Son) is also low in price and useful. 


A worp of praise is again due to Fulcher’s 
Ladies’ Memorandum Book, which would, half a 
century ago, have been pronounced full “of elegant 
entertainment.” Mr. Pratt, of Sudbury, sends it 
to us.

NOTES FROM PARIS. 
Paris, Nov. 29, 1875. 

Monpay next, the Gch of December, Hachette 
will publish the first of the three volumes of M. 
Taine on the ‘Origines de la France Contem- 
poraine.’ It is called ‘ L’Ancien Régime.’ 

I have just read the proof-sheets, thanks to the 
friendly courtesy of the publishers and the author, 
and I am happy to be uble to say that the work 
will amply justify the hopes of the literary public 
of Europe. It has been impatiently looked for, 
not in France only, but also in England and all 
over the world ; and the thousands of readers, who 
will be disputing in a few days which shall have 
it, will devour it as greedily as I have done, and 
will be astonished to tind themselves reach, if not 
without differing from the author, at least without 
being fatigued or bored, the five hundred and 
twenty-eighth page. Few writers, I imagine, 
would be able to keep the public interested in so 
long a disquisition on history and politics. 

The style is animated and brilliant, perhaps 
even over-brilliant for the subject. M. Taine in 
his writings at the Ecole Normale, in his thesis 
for his Doctor’s degree, in his first books was a 
pure classic. The society, charming yet dangerous, 
of the later Romanticists, Théophile Gautier, Paul 
de Saint-Victor, Gustave Flaubert, the Brothers 
De Goncourt, led him by slow degrees to feel sorry 
he was not a colourist. As he is very strong, 
very persevering, wholly master of himself, he has 
been able to acquire in a very few years the 
quality (or the defect) which he lacked. Nothing 
is more curious than to see a disciple of Spinoza 
weaken his philosophy by draperies borrowed 
from Rubens and Paul Veronese. But there is a 
proverb which says, “Des goiits et des couleurs il 
ne faut pas disputer ;” so let us, if you please, con- 
fine ourselves to the region of ideas. 

Never, I believe, was a sincere aud profound 
thinker worse inspired than my dear friend M. 
Taine the day that he drew up the plan of this 
work, It was on the morrow of the crimes and 
blunders of the Commune, when numbers of ex- 
cellent people were literally out of their senses. 
Vill then M. Taine had professed a great admira- 
tion for M, Guizot, and openly sympathized with 





the Broglies and D’Haussonvilles and the other 
politicians who imagine that they were sent into 
the world bya special decree to direct at their 
pleasure 36,000,000 of Frenchmen. We have 
always known him to be a doctrinaire ; but it 
needed the excitement of 1871 to make him a 
personal foe of the Revolution. 

His first act of hostility was the publication of 
*Un Séjour en France de 1792 & 1795, Lettres 
d’un Témoin de la Révolution Frangaise. M. Taine, 
believing he had got hold of the letters of an 
“ Anglaise visiblement fort sensée, instruite et 
intelligente,” without more ado gave to the world 
an odious book, a veritable pamphlet de police, 
written against us by a foreigner who had the 
right to hate us, but little worthy of being trans- 
lated by a Frenchman who loves France. 

I have an infiaite respect for the privileges of 
science ; but so long as savants do not by a special 
privilege dwell among the clouds, I think they will 
do well to observe that law of nature which binds 
each man to his country. They have no right to 
abstract themselves so completely from the scene 
in which they were born as to study their native 
land as if it were a plant, an insect, or a pebble. 
If it should be my evil fortune to lose all my 
illusions regarding my fellow-citizens, I should 
keep my opinion to myself, and I should be shy 
of telling it to foreigners, among whom, unfor- 
tunately, we have a certain number of enemies. 
The greatest anatomist in the world would be 
severely and deservedly blamed if he proposed to 
dissect his own mother in a public theatre. 

M. Taine professes to despise the majority of 
the human race, and particularly the majority 
of the French people; he has that feeling in 
common with all our doctrinaires. “S’il n’est pas 
démontré,” says he, “que Phomme soit par le sang 
un cousin éloigné du singe, du moins il est certain 
que, par sa structure, il est un animal t1és-voisin 
du singe, muni de canines, carnivore et carnassier, 
jadis cannibal, par suite chasseur et belliqueux. 
De Ja en lui un fonds persistant de brutalité, de 
férocité, d’instincts violents et destructives, aux- 
quels s’ajoutent, s'il est Frangais, la gaité, le rire 
et le plus étrange besoin de gambader, de polis. 
sonner au milieu des dégits qu'il fait.” This is 
an opinion which the journals of Berlin will not 
deny themselves the pleasure of translating and 
enlarging upon next week. Human life, accord- 
ing to the author, is “ gouvernée par des puissances 
brutes. En temps ordinaires nous ne les remar- 
quons pas; comme elles sont contenues, elles ne 
nous semblent plus redoutables. . . . La vérité est 
que, comme toutes les puissances brutes, comme 
un fleuve ou un torrent, elles ne restent dans leur 
lit que par contrainte; c'est la digue qui par sa 
résistance fait leur modération. Contre leurs dé- 
bordements et leurs dévastations, il a fallu installer 
une force égale 4 leur force, graducée selon leur 
degré, d’autant plus rigide qu’elles sont plus 
menagantes, despotique au besoin contre leur 
despotisme, en tout cas contraignante et répressive ; 
& Vorigine un chef de bande, plus tard un chef 
d’armée, de toutes fagons un gendarme, élu ou 
héréditaire, aux yeux vigilants, aux mains rudes, 
qui, par des voies de fait, inspire la crainte, et par 
la crainte maintienne la paix. Pour diriger ou 
limiter ses coups, on emplvoie divers mécanismes, 
constitution préalable, division des pouvoirs, code, 
tribunaux, formes légales. Au bout de tous ces 
rouages apparait toujours le ressort final, l’instru- 
ment efficace, je veux dire le gendarme armé contre 
le sauvage, le brigand et le fow que chacun de nous 
recéle, endormis et enchainés, mais toujours vivants, 
dans la caverne de son propre ccour,” 

A pessimist so determined would not be logical 
if he granted his fellow-citizens the right of dis- 
posing of themselves and of choosing the govern- 
ment they like. The people, according to him, 
are an incapable set. “ Dix millions d’ignorances 
ne font pas un savoir, Un peuple consulté peut 
a la rigueur dire la forme de gouvernement qui lui 
plait, mais non celle dont ila besoin. . . Il s’agit 
de découvrir la constitution qu il nous faut, et non 
de la mettre aux voix.” 

But who, pray, will discover it? The doctrinaire, 
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the man who has modestly awarded. to himself a 
patent of infallibility. Like the physician who 
studies the temperament of his patient before pre- 
scribing a régime, the doctrinaire commences by 
the diagnosis and ends with the ordonnance. M. 
Taine proposes, therefore, to make it his prime 
object to study and describe France :—“ Ancien 
régime, révolution, régime nouveau, je vais tacher 
de décrire ces trois états avec exactitude. J’ose 
déclarer ici que je n’ai point d’autre but: on per- 
mettra & un historien d’agir en naturaliste ; j’¢tais 
devant mon sujet comme devant la métamorphose 
d’un insecte.” The danger of this method is, that 
the least error in the diagnosis can entail, as its 
logical consequence, a prescription that will kill 
the patient. Besides it is vain of the doctor to say 
that he is without prejudice. If his tastes or his 
training lead him to prefer such or such a régime, 
for example, a constitutional monarchy, he will 
employ the best of his abilities in deceiving him- 
self, and, after having learnedly diagnosed the 
temperament of the French people, he will impose 
on it the English constitution, although England 
and France resemble each other about as much 
as fire and water. 

But we have years before us for discussing the 
conclusions of the author: he is to-day only at 
the beginning. The whole of the first volume is 
devoted to the description of the Ancien Régime 
by a refined and lettered man, who would barter 
some years of his life for a week among the 
wits and adorable dolls of 1775. He speaks of 
them with rapture :—“ Les paniers des dames 
rangées en cercle ou étagées sur les banquettes 
forment un riche espalier couvert de perles, d’or, 
dargent, de pierreries, de paillons, de fleurs, 
de fruits, avec leurs fleurs, groseilles, cerises, 
fraises artificielles ; c’est un gigantesque bouquet 
vivant, dont on a peine & soutenir l’éclat. Point 
@habits noirs comme aujourd’hui pour faire dis- 
parate. Coiffés et poudrés, avec des boucles et 
des nceuds, en cravates et manchettes de dentelles, 
en habits et vestes de soie feuille- morte, rose 
tendre, bleu céleste, agrémentés de broderies et 
galonnés d’or, les hommes sont aussi parés que les 
femmes. Hommes et femmes, on les a choisis un, 
& un: ce sont tous des gens du monde accomplis 
ornés de toutes les grices que peuvent donner la 
race, l’éducation, la fortune, le loisir et Vusage ; 
dans leur genre, ils sont parfaits. Il n’y a pas une 
toilette ici, pas un air de téte, pas un son de voix, 
pas une tournure de phrase qui ne soit le chef- 
d’ceuvre de la culture mondaine, la quintessence 
distillée de tout ce que l'art social peut élaborer 
dexquis..... Il faut cent mille : ses, dit-on, 
pour faire une once de cette essence unique qui 
sert aux rois de Perse; tel est ce salon, mince 
flacon d’or et de cristal ; il contient la substance 
dune végétation humaine. Pour le remplir, il a 
fallu @abord qu’une grande aristocratie, trans- 
plantée en serre chaude et désormais stérile de 
fruits, ne portat plus que des fleurs ; ensuite, que 
dans lalambic royal, toute sa sive épurée se con- 
centrat en quelques gouttes d’arome. Le prix est 
excessif, mais c’est 4 ce prix qu’on fabrique les trds- 
délicats parfums.” 

How could a judge so prejudiced, I might almost 
say so deeply in love, hold the balance fairly 
between the two elements which are going to 
struggle for the mastery in France? The heart of 
M. Taine belongs to the 400,000 privileged persons 
who were everything, could do everything, and 
possessed everything under the Ancien Régime. 
Of these the first sentences of his first chapter are 
a justification: —“ En 1789,” says he, “trois sortes 
de personnes, les ecclésiastiques, les nobles et le 
roi, avaient dans l’Etat la place éminente avec tous 
les avantages qu’elle comporte, autorité, biens, 
honneurs, ou tout au moins priviléges, exemptions, 
graces, pensions, préférences et le reste. Si depuis 
long-temps ils avaient cette place, c’est que pen- 
dant long-temps ils lavaient méritée. En effet, 
par un effort immense et séculaire, ils avaient 
construit tour & tour les trois assises de la société 
moderne,” This is very well said, and time has 
confirmed it. It is easy to assert that services 
rendered are the ground of all ancient possessions. 





“Le clergé,” says M. Taine, “a tenu dans ses 
mains le tiers des terres, la moitié des revenus, 
les deux tiers du capital de Europe: ne croyons 
pas que Vhomme soit reconnaissant 4 faux et 
donne sans motif valable; il est trop égoiste et 
trop envieux pour cela.” I should venture to 
object that the monstrous acquisitions of the 
clergy during the Middle Ages often had their 
source in a wise management of human credulity, 
and that the promise of heaven and the threat of 
hell were in former days lucrative, as they are 
even to this day. 

But if the clergy, the nobility, and the monarchy 
did render the greatest possible services to our 
fathers, our fathers rewarded them largely at the 
time and place. However deep their gratitude, it 
could not take the form ofa contract which should 
deliver future generations indefinitely to the good 
pleasure of certain privileged persons. What his- 
tory does attest, and what M. Taine, in spite of 
his prejudices, does not attempt even to dispute, is 
that, on the eve of the Revolution, the heirs, more 
or less direct, of our pretended benefactors were 
not rendering any service at all, and were living 
exclusively for themselves. Whatis no less proved 
is, that they were living at the expense of millions of 
enslaved, down-trodden, starved human beings, and 
that fine gentlemen in velvet coats embroidered 
with gold and silver lace, were leading France into 
misery to the tune of a minuet. 

M. Taine will not allow this, for he has taken 
his side, and it is not to justify the Revolution that 
he studies the Ancien Régime. But this powerful 
thinker, if he loves his hobby much, yet loves truth 
more. Accustomed for twenty years to the methods 
of an honest and straightforward science, he is quite 
incapable of playing tricks, in the interest of the 
cause he has espoused, with the documents which 
tell against him. Whatever his leanings, he can- 
not prevent himself from being truthful, if not in 
the tendency, at least in the details, of his book. 
There is a chapter entitled ‘La Structure de la 
Société’: I defy you to read it and not say that the 
old French Society was like a pyramid poised on 
its apex, and which was fated to topple over at 
the first shove. The chapter on ‘The People’ is 
terrible: so many exact facts and authentic ac- 
counts has the honesty of the author accumu- 
lated which show the atrocity of the direct taxation, 
which took more than 80 per cent. of the small 
incomes, of the monstrosity of the gabelles, of the 
misery of the peasant, fed on grass, shrivelled 
by privation, reduced in certain provinces to 
cower in his bed like a wounded beast—his limbs 
could no longer carry him afield. By dint of 
loading, this unhappy mule was literally crushed, 
—he would have died if he had not freed himself 
by a desperate effort. M. Taine shows us the most 
fertile lands left untilled, manufactures at a stand- 
still, the workmen of the towns as disheartened as 
the toilers in the fields, the harvest of the poor 
man devoured by the game of the rich man, 
labourers reduced to living on a wage of twenty- 
five francs a year; the soldier almost as miserable 
as the civilian, in an army with a budget of ninety 
millions, of which forty-six millions went to the 
officers and forty-four to the men. The Cahiers 
of the States General, the Memoirs of the time, 
the Archives of Paris and the Departments, have 
furnished our friend with an incredible profusion 
of facts little known, but proved and convincing, 
which all protest against the tendency of the book 
and the aim of the author. Never before has a 
book been written against the Revolution so full 
of arguments in favour of the Revolution.

THE DEATH OF SHELLEY. 

A STRANGE and tragic, though not wholly unex- 
pected, light is cast upon the circumstances attend- 
ing on the death of Shelley by a communication from 
Mr. W. M. Rossetti in the Times of December 1, 
Mr. Rossetti’s letter encloses an extract from one 
addressed, under date of November 22, to Mr. 
E. J. Trelawny, by his daughter, now in Rome. 
Miss Trelawny has been informed that “a little 





while ago there died, at Spezia, an old sailor 
who, in his last confession to the priest (whom he 
told to make it public), stated that he was one of 
the crew that ran down the boat containing 
Shelley and Williams, which was done under the 
impression that the rich ‘milord Byron’ was op 
board with lots of money. They did not intend 
to sink the boat, but to board her and murder 
Byron. She sank, he said, as soon as she was 
struck.” This account, Miss Trelawny adds, was 
sent to friends of hers by an intimate acquaint. 
ance, living at Spezia, who, she believes, knows 
the priest. The story, it will be perceived, is ag 
yet very far from being duly substantiated. It 
derives, however, considerable plausibility from 
the corroboration it affords to the opinion of an 
experienced seaman, Capt. Roberts, by whom the 
wreck of Shelley’s boat was recovered from the 
bottom of the sea, that the little bark had not 
been capsized in a squall, but had been run down 
by some larger vessel. He at first believed that 
she had been swamped by a heavy sea, but subse- 
quently finding “many of the timbers on the star- 
board quarter broken,” concluded that “she must 
have been run down by some of the feluccas in the 
squall.” (Trelawny, pp. 146, 147.) Mr. Trelawny 
prints Capt. Roberts’s opinion without stating his 
own ; and Mr. Peacock suggests that the damage 
may have been occasioned by the operation of 
dragging for the boat. Capt. Roberts’s theory 
is at least equally probable, and is quite 
as reconcilable with an intentional as with 
an accidental collision. There is sufficient 
prima facie probability in the alleged declaration 
of the dying sailor to justify immediate inquiry 
into its genuineness—an inquiry easily instituted 
in a locality so near the ordinary track of travel 
as Spezia. We trust that the British Consul at 
Florence, or some efficient volunteer in his room, 
will take the matter up without delay. The fact 
of the confession, if fact it be, being ascertained, 
inquiry into the name, family, and character of 
the sailor, and of his employment and residence 
at the time, will follow. Some grounds for hesi- 
tation respecting the alleged confession may now 
be stated. 1. It is difficult to believe Leghorn 
sailors so ill-informed respecting the movements 
of Lord Byron, as to suppose him on board the 
Don Juan—his own yacht, the Bolivar, being 
actually in the harbour at the time. (Trelawny, 
p. 115.) 2, The attempt to plunder a vessel so 
near a large seaport was one of extreme audacity, 
and could only have escaped detection by the 
murder of all on board. 3. The sea-fog described 
by Mr. Trelawny (pp. 116, 117) must have 
rendered it extremely difficult to see, pursue, or 
overtake Shelley’s vessel. 4. It is a very singular 
coincidence that such an act of violence should 
have coincided with a storm sufficient of itself to 
account for the disappearance of the missing boat. 
While, therefore, we see no insuperable objection 
to the reception of this painful story, we think 
that it requires a rigid investigation, to which 
there can be no difficulty in submitting it. 








THE PRINCE'S VISIT TO INDIA. 

A FORTNIGHT ago we gave a list of the books 
copies of which the Prince is distributing as pre- 
sents in India.

Our prediction has already come true that the 
Prince, on his arrival in India, would have numbers 
of petitions of various kinds presented to him. It 
appears that within four days of his arrival he 
received the first petition; and a day or two 
subsequently, whilst he was at Baroda, several 
others were addressed to him. The Prince’s 
advisers, however, were duly forearmed. All 
petitions to the Prince have been, and are to be, 
simply forwarded to the Viceroy, to be dealt with 
by the Supreme Government of India, This is 
a satisfactory arrangement. The monster petitions 
which have been so much talked about will not 
now encumber the luggage of the royal traveller. 

It will be a pity if the existence of epidemic 
cholera in South India prevents the intended visit 
of the Prince to the Madras Presidency. If he 
goes, for instance, to the Neilgherries, he will 
not only get once more into a climate such as 
England enjoys during a fine May, but will also 
see some sights worth seeing. The whole Toda 
nation, the aborigines of those mountains, intended, 
it is said, to have turned out en masse to do honour 
to the royal visitor. They number now, it is said, 
exactly 752 souls, and the race, from the very 
paucity of its numbers, and from the fact that it is 
probably dying out, must be considered interesting. 
The chief of the Todas, a Maleiarasan, intended 
toask the Prince to accept a few skins and fine 
Neilgherry canes as a memento of the royal visit 
to their primitive mountain-hamlets. Our readers 
will, doubtless, know that, although scarcely able 
to compete with the incomparable Malacca, the 
cane of the Neilgherry range is a fine and useful 
cane ; and the export of these canes, in the shape 
of walking-sticks, umbrella-handles, &c., to Europe 
is annually on the increase. It will also be re- 
membered that, amongst the customs of the Todas 
polyandry is conspicuous. 

lt is really to be hoped that the Prince will be 
able to see some of the splendid waterfalls of India ; 
but this seems now scarcely probable. The Gair- 
soppa Falls, which he was to visit, are remarkable 
for their extreme height. We do not care to re- 
echo guide-book information, so need say little 
more. However, we may mention this, Except 
during the first burst of the south-west monsoon, 
the Canara Falls, as a rule, contain a very small 
body of water ; but in their enormous height they 
are wholly unique. As the natives, who show 
them in the capacity of guides to the European 
traveller, say :— 


They are threads of silver softly sent, 

By the happy gods, from their firmament. 
By the happy gods, in their careless mirth, 
Who dangle the toy to please the earth. 


The Gairsoppa Falls, however, are sometimes 
thoroughly vicious, when, after a heavy burst of 
tain, they tear down and hurl their waters through 
mountain hamlets, built too hazardously near their 
way,

Literary Gossip. 

THE literary event of next week will be the 
publication of the first volume of M. Taine’s 
work on the French Revolution. We have 
pleasure in calling our readers’ attention to 
the account of it contained in M. About’s 
letter, which is printed in another column. 

To-pay is Mr. Thomas Carlyle’s eightieth 
birthday, and we believe all our readers will 
join us in heartily congratulating him. 

Mr. SwINBURNE’s new work, ‘ Erechtheus,’ 
which will be given to the world about Christ- 
mas, is a play on the Greek model, of a little 
over 1,700 lines, It is more regular in con- 
struction than ‘ Atalanta in Calydon.’ 


THE two volumes (which Messrs. Daldy, Is- 
bister & Co. advertise) of Bishop Thirlwall’s Re- 
mains comprise the lamented prelate’s Charges. 
They begin with the Tractarian controversy, 
the first treating of Tract XC., Dr. Newman 
on Justification, the Relation of Tradition to 
Scripture, &c., and the last of the more recent 
Ritualistic developments and the Eucharistic 
controversy. As Canon Perowne observed in 
these columns, when noticingthe Bishop’s resig- 
nation of his See, they constitute a masterly 
survey of the history of the Church of England 
during the three and thirty years they go over. 
The third volume will contain some of the 
articles in the Philological Museum, such as 
that on the Irony of Sophocles, a few Sermons 
on Special Occasions, the Bishop’s Speeches on 
the Admission of Jews into Parliament, on the 
Irish Church in the House of Lords, and on 
the Athanasian Creed in Convocation; to- 
gether with csrtain other papers, such as some 
Addresses delivered as President of the Royal 
Society of Literature, and perhaps a fragment 
of a Commentary on the Epistle to the Romans, 
which he was writing at the time of his death. 
It is not quite settled whether his Essay pre- 
fixed to Schleiermacher’s ‘St. Luke’ will be 
included in the volume. This volume will 
probably not appear before January or February. 


To continue our Thirlwalliana, we may add, 
that it is now finally settled that the Memorial 
to the Bishopshall comprise twoobjects—1. The 
foundation of a Professorship of Ancient His- 
tory at Cambridge. 2. A statue or painted 
window in St. David’s Cathedral, or possibly 
the restoration of the west front of the Cathe- 
dral. The present Bishop of St. David's is 
about to call a meeting at Carmarthen, in order 
to ascertain the feeling of the diocese at large 
with regard to this latter object. 


ANOTHER item about Dr. Thirlwall may be 
of interest to our readers in the Principality. 
The Bishop left behind him a number of ser- 
mons in Welsh, which may possibly see the 
light some day. Some people have supposed 
that because the Bishcp did not converse in 
Welsh he was not a Welsh scholar. But he 
could read and write it with ease; and he 
conquered the difficulty of pronunciation, and 





delivered sermons in it, sometimes without 
having a manuscript before him. 


As various rumours are afloat, we are happy 
to be able to say that, although Mr. George 
Smith has experienced some difficulty in ob- 
taining a firman, he hopes to overcome the 
obstacles he has met with, and to proceed 
on his mission. 


At the request of the Liverpool Institute 
and Queen’s College, Liverpool, Sir Henry 
Cole will deliver the prizes on the 8th of De- 
cember. He will take as the subject of his 
address, ‘‘ National Culture and Recreation as 
Antidotes to Drunkenness.” 


WE are sorry to hear of the death of Prof. 
Key, well known by his Crade Form Latin 
Grammar, and for many years the active 
and successful Head Master of University 
College School. We may on a future occasion 
speak of his philological labours, but we must 
just now content ourselves with a bare mention 
of his decease.

poet, whose death we lately noticed. 


Mr. J. JEREMIAH writes :— 

“T see by the notice in your ‘ Literary Gossip 
of last week’s issue ‘ that Mr. William Tegg is going 
to publish a collection of eccentric wills, and of 
the results of the vagaries of testators.’ In my 
own library I have a work on that very subject, 
which was published in 1842. The curious bequest 
of John Rudge, mentioned in your notice, is given 
in that work ; but you have not stated that in 
addition to keeping dogs out of church, the man 
was to ‘keep people awake.’ The will is dated 
April 17, 1725. The will of George Staverton, 
also mentioned by you, says that ‘a yearly sum of 
6l. shall be appropriated for buying a bull, to be 
given to the poor of Wokingham town and parish, 
and baited, and the gift money, hide, and offal to 
be sold and bestowed upon the poor chi:dren in 
stockings of the Welsh and shoes.’ It is quite correct 
that the baiting was discontinued in 1823, ‘ but in 
Christmas, 1835, the mob broke open, in the night, 
the place where one of the animals was kept, 
and baited it, in spite of the magistrates to pre- 
vent them (sic); and similar attempts have been 
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made on other occasions.’ The work from which I 
derive the above items of information contains 
descriptions of innumerable bequests and charities. 
I imagine it is out of print, or else Mr. William 
Tegg is going to give usa revised edition of it. 
The full title is as follows: ‘A Collection of Old 
English Customs, and Curious Bequests and Cha- 
rities, extracted from the Report made by the 
Commissioners for Enquiring into Charities in 
England and Wales. By H. Edwards. London, 
J. Bowyer Nichols & Son, 1842.’ The book con- 
tains 267 pages, and is of octavo size.” 

WE are sorry to hear of the death of Miss 
Hannah Lawrance, at the age of eighty. 
Miss Lawrance was the author of the ‘ Queens 
of England,’ published by Moxon in 1837, 
and of a book on ‘Woman,’ which Colburn 
printed. Miss Lawrance was at one time a 
contributor to this journal.

No change will take place in the form 
and editorship of this review, which, it will 
be remembered, was set on foot about nine 
years ago, and early took its place as one of 
the leading scientific journals of France. 

M. Garcin pe Tassy has in the press a 
work of about 650 pages, entitled ‘ Allégories 
Orientales, traduites du Persan, de l’Arabe 
et de l’Hindoustani.’

SCIENCE 
A Course of Practical Instruction in Elementary 
Biology. By T. H. Huxley, LL.D., assisted 
by H. N. Martin, M.D. (Macmillan & Co.) 
In the year 1872 the fine Renaissance building 
at South Kensington, which had, we believe, 





been prepared with a view to the requirements 
of the Royal School of Naval Architecture, was 
handed over to the body of professors who, in 
connexion with the Royal School of Mines, 
the Royal College of Chemistry, and the 
examinations of teachers and students under 
the Science and Art Department, were already 
performing the functions of a Government 
College of Science. This gave to Prof. Huxley, 
for the first time, a series of laboratories in which 
the structure and functions of living things 
could be taught and studied in the way which 
he had always desired that they should be 
taught and studied, namely, by practical in- 
vestigation of typical specimens of both 
plants and animals. Previously, this most 
eminent teacher had been hampered in his 
efforts by want of proper accommodation, and 
had had to content himself with the delivery 
of a course of lectures, valuable and complete 
as a course of lectures, but unaccompanied by 
any systematic laboratory work. Prof. Huxley’s 
first care, on taking possession of his new 
laboratories, was to organize a course of labor- 
atory work, which he did in conjunction with 
some younger biologists, at the first for the 
benefit of a class of science teachers who were 
assembled at Kensington in the summer of 
1871, and again in that of 1872, by the 
liberal action of the Science and Art Depart- 
ment. The present volume contains the ele- 
ments of such a course, drawn up after the 
experience of three or four years, and intended 
to serve as the practical introduction to, or 
basis for, a more extended study of biology. 
Prof. Huxley has never been a specialist, in 
any sense of the word, and whilst extending 
his own investigations aud speculations into 
the regions of cosmogony and of so-called 
philosophy, he has not thought it conducive 
to sound teaching or practice that the con- 
sideration of the phenomena presented by 
those living things known as plants should 
ab initio be separated from the consideration 
of those presented by animals. He has, in 
fact, in contrast to the attitude adopted by 
the pure “anatomist” or rigid “museum- 
zoologist,” always been animated in his scien- 
tific work by that desire to discover the uni- 


Sormity of nature which the great Natur-philo- 


sophen of the end of the last century possessed, 
which was nurtured in this country in the 
dark period of Cuvierian ascendancy by that 
admirable treatise on the structure and func- 
tions of plants and animals published by Dr. 
Carpenter in 1839, under the title ‘General 
and Comparative Physiology,’ and which has 
led to the firm foundation of a science of Bi- 
ology through the immortal labours of Darwin. 
There is no doubt that, if the science of 
Biology is to be taught at all, the way to 
teach it is that adopted by Frof. Huxley. 
The student is to be first introduced to the 
general properties of organisms (both plants 
and animals) and the methods of study appli- 
cable to them, and subsequently he may pro- 
ceed to give more of his attention either to 
the vegetable or to the animal series, to the 
forms which they present, or to the forces of 
which they are the seat. 

In the present handbook, which, it must be 
remembered, is a first book or introduction to 
the elements of the subject, fourteen common 
and easily obtainable organisms are taken and 
described in detail—firstly, in a general way, 
with relation to their build, microscopic struc- 








ture, life-history and functions, both internal 
and external ; secondly, in special detail, with 
reference to specimens which are supposed to 
be in the student’s hands. The general de. 
scriptions have that clearness and verve for 
which Prof. Huxley's writings are remarkable 
whilst the directions for laboratory work are 
more minute than anything of the kind which 
has previously beer. attempted. The organ. 
isms selected consist of eight plants—yeast, 
protococcus, bacteria, blue mould (Penicillium), 
bread mould (Mucor), stone-wort (Chara), the 
bracken fern, the bean plant—and six animals: 
the proteus animalcule (Amceba), the bell ani. 
malcule, the arm polyp (Hydra), the fresh-water 
mussel, the fresh-water crayfish, and the frog, 

The directions given under the heading 
“Laboratory Work ” in each case are divided 
into a number of sections, in which the student 
is precisely told what to do and what to see, 
It is impossible for an intelligent youth, with 
this book in his hand, placing himself before 
any one of the organisms described, and care- 
fully following the directions given, to fail to 
verify each point to which his attention js 
directed. The completeness of the directions 
for the practical work may be judged of from 
the fact that the portion devoted to the cray- 
fish alone ferms sixteen pages, whilst that 
given to the frog occupies eighty pages. In 
the clearness and fulness of this portion the 
present treatise contrasts very favourably with 
other attempts which have been made within 
the last few years to treat of a similar series 
of animal forms in a practical way, and it 
further possesses the great recommendation 
of accuracy. 

The only point of view from which this 
class-book is open to criticism appears to us 
to be that of the teacher. He may wish that 
other types had been selected, or that more 
plants or more animals had been given. He 
may, perhaps, complain that there are no 
illustrations, On this matter we have only 
to say that we accept with confidence the 
selection of types which Prof. Huxley’s expe- 
rience has commended to him; and it would 
be well if all teachers of elementary Biology 
would loyally adopt them, in order that some- 
thing like a systematic course of instruction 
in the subject and its special branches, Animal 
Morphology, Vegetable Morphology, Animal 
Physiology, and Vegetable Physiology, may 
become recognized and established. At the 
same time we sympathize with the teacher in 
his desire to have more types of both plants 
and animals described in the excellent way 
in which a round dozen are treated in this 
book. It might be possible for Prof. Huxley 
to direct one of his pupils in the preparation 
of a supplementary volume, containing 4 
further selection—such, for example, as 4 
Zygnema, a Red Sea-weed, a Moss, a Pine- 
tree, a Gregarina, a Sea-anemone, a Star-fish, 
an Earth-worm, Plant-louse, and Dog-fish. 

As to the question of figures, no doubt both 
the incapable teacher and the competitive 
student would be glad to avail themselves 
of pictures in place of the real organism, which 
Prof. Huxley tells them to procure. It is one 
of the chief merits of the little book that it 
is so precise and explanatory as to need n0 
pictures ; it will be of small use to those mis- 
guided and misguiding persons who are, We 
regret to say, very busy at this moment in our 
universities and schools in degrading the study 
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of natural phenomena, by making it the sub- 
‘oct of competitive examination, and who will 
not voluntarily stay their hands until they have 
made it the dead thing which, under the same 
pestilential influence, other noble studies have 


become. 








EQUATORIAL AFRICA. 
Caire, le 5 Nov., 1875. 

Je lis seulement anjourd’bui dans votre estim- 
able journal du 27 Octobre un article trés-long 
sinon trés- bienveillant sur mon livre, intitulé 
‘Gabonais, Pahouins, Gallois. Je ne doute pas 
qu’avec votre impartialiié bien connue, ayant 
accueilli l'attaque, vous ne vouliez bien donner 
place hla défense. Je tacherai de Ja faire aussi 
brievement que le peut comporter l’étendue de 
Particle de 7 Atheneum, afin de ne pas abuser de 
Ybospitalité de vos colonnes, et avec une extreme 
modération afin de ne pas imiter mon critique. 

Mon oavrage sur |’Atrique équatoriale se divise 
en deux parties bien distinctes: la premiere, 
‘Gabonais, Pahouins, Gallois,’ est le récit du voyage 
accompli par Al. Marche et par moi dans Ja partie 
connue de PAfrique ; la seconde, ‘Okanda, Ban- 
gouens, Osyéba,’ transporte le lecteur dans la partie 
inconnue de ce vaste continent. Suivant lusage 
introduit en France par l’un des récite de voyage 
les plus justement estimés chez nous, celui du 
Marquis de Beauvoir, jai donué a chacune des 
deux parties de ma publication pour titre le nom 
des principaux peuples a la description desquelles 
elle est consacrée: cette division est simple et 
naturelle. Mon second volume ramenant le lec- 
teur en France, je ne vois pas pourquoi vous dites 
qvil pourrait aussi bien y avoir un troisiéme 
wlume. Le simple énoncé que je viens de faire 
suflira pour renverser la base des critiques que 
m’adresse votre article, qui me reproche princi- 
palement de n’avoir fait aucune découverte intéres- 
saute, décrit aucun pays nouveau. II va sans 
dire en effet que dans un voyage en deux parties, 
cest dans la seconde partie et non dans la premiere 
quil faut chercher les découvertes géographiques ; 
vest dans cette seconde partie aussi qne vous 
trouverez ce catalogue raisonné des discours qui 
selon vous est allé s’enfouir chez M. Bouvier. Si 
mon second volume, ‘Okanda, Bangoueus, Osyéba,’ 
était incounu a la Société de Géoyraphie de 
Paris vers le 15 Octobre, cela tient tout simple- 
ment & ce quil n’était pas encore paru a cette 
époque ; mais puisque vous citez en téte de votre 
article le nom de mon éditeur l'un des plus connus 
de Paris, il eut été plus simple de vous adresser & 
lui, et d’attendre pour commencer la critique de 
mon ouvrage qiwil vous ait envoyé ce livre, dont il 
va du reste sur ma demande vous adresser immé- 
diatement un exemplaire au bureau de l’.Athenaum. 

Vous insistez trés-lourdement sur quelques 
fautes évidemment d’impression (comme Speeke 
pour Speke), ou d’inadvertance (comme Baker pour 
Burton, page 9), qui se sont glissées dans mon 
livre: c’est votre droit; je demanderai seulement 
lapermission de dire que trés-occupé par les travaux 
du Congrés géographique de Paris dont j’étais un 
des secrétaires, et désireux cependant de voir mon 
premier volume paraitre & )’époque de ce Congres, 
je n’ai pas pu revoir les épreuves avec tout le soin 
désirable, muis que les fautes signalées par vous 
ont été depuis longtemps corrigées, et ne se retrou- 
veront pas dans la seconde éuition qui s’imprime 
en ce moment. 

Dans mon premier volume il ya un chapitre 
consacré A nosescales (c’est-a-dire, ide simples temps 
@arrét dupxquebot) A sacdteoccidentale. Nefaisant 
qu’entrevoir les pays dont il s’agit, et voulant cepen- 
dant en dire quelques mots au lecteur, j'ai du m’en 
Tapporter aux informations des personnes qui m’ont 
paru a méme d’écre le mieux renseignées, pour 
les détails que je donne et dont j’ai bien soin de 
toujours indiquer la provenance: c’est surtout a 
ce chapitre trés-accessuiye dans mon ouvrage que 
Vous vous acharnez. Il est possible qu'il y ait des 
etreurs, Vous me permettrez de croire cepen- 
dant que le regretté M. Ch. Livingstone était un 
homme beauc up trop scrieux pour “s’étre joué de 





ma crédulité” dans les récits qu’il m’a faits ; au 
reste, 'bistoire du serpent djoudjou qu'il est interdit 
de tuer sous peine d’amende m’a été aussi racontée 
par le Capt. Hopkins, que vous connaissez je crois 
personnellement, et qui est avjourd’hui consul a 
Loanda ; j‘ajouterai qu'elle n’a rien d’invraisem- 
blable puisque le respect pour les serpents se 
trouve dans beaucoup de parties de Il Afrique, 
notamment chez les Chillouks, les Dinkas, et les 
Nouairs, ainsi que I’a constaté mon ami Schwein- 
farth, et qu'il est patent qu'un grand nombre de 
Kaffres ne mangent pas de poissons, par ce qu’ils 
les regardent comme les fréres des serpents. 

Chacune de vos lignes étant un reproche, l’espace 
me manque absolument pour répondre a tous ; 
quelques uns de ces reproches me semblent d’ailleurs 
vraiment puérils pour un journal aussi sérienx que 
PAthenewm; celui par exemple d’avoir écrit que 
les Boubies avaient des chapeaux de paille d’une 
petitesse ridicule, tandis que la gravure de mon 
livre les représente coiffés de couvre-chefs gigan- 
tesqnes.* Vous m’accusez d'un chauvinisme 
outré et de gallomanie, par ce que j’¢numeére longue- 
ment les travaux des officiers de notre marine au 
Gabon, tandis que je ne parle pas de Pascension du 
pic de Fernando Po et d’auires exploits accom- 
plis par les Anglais sur Ja céte occidentale ; mais je 
n’ai j’amais eu lintention d’écrire une étude dé- 
taillée de Fernando Po, des Camérons et des autres 
points ot j’ai fait escale, tandis que j’ai au contraire 
consacré presque tout mon ouvraye au Gabon et 
aux pays qu’en dépendent ; or le Gabon a été de- 
puis plus de vingt années le théatre des explorations 
et des travaux de toute nature des officiers de 
notre marine. A ma connaissance un seul Anglais, 
Mr. Walker, a pris une part (trés active du reste) 
& ces explorations et & ces travaux; mais ne lui 
ai-je pas dans mes deux volumes rendu pleine et 
entiére justice? 

Relisez mon chapitre sur notre colonie du Gabon 
et vous verrez que vous vous trompez absolument 
quand vous dites que j’en fais une pompeuse de- 
scription: n’ai-je pas dit qu’elle était réduite & une 
trés-simple et trés-modeste station sans grand 
avenir d’aucun genre, et que je conseiljais surtout 
ne pas abandonner par un sentiment d’équité en 
raison des engagements pris vis-d-vis des mission- 
naires catholiques et protestants et vis-a-vis des 
négociants (presque tous Anglais) qui l’habitent. 

Je crois que l’on peut, sans Core entaché de fana- 
tisme religieux, louer le dévouement de nos mission- 
naires & la céte occidentale d’Afrique, parmis les- 
quels le climat fait chaque année tant de victimes; 
on l’a si bien compris en général que le Rappel, 
le Sitcle et les journave les plus anti-cléricaus, 
qui ont bien voulu consacrer des articles 4 mon 
livre, n’ont pas songé & m’adresser ce reproche de 
funatisme que vous me faites avec tant d’acrimonie. 

Etes-vous de bonne foi quand vous dites que je 
représente tous les missionnaires protestants 
comme de véritables “pests,” alors que je m’exprime 
ainsi sur le compte de la mission du Gabon: “nous 
avons (au Gabon) une mission protestante qui fait 
les plus louables efforts et qui est digne de respect a 
tous égards” (p. 206)? En général jestime et 
jhonore les missionnaires protestants, et si j'ai 
fiétri les agissements de quelques uns d’entre eux, 
les missionnatres baptistes négres, c'est que ceux-la 
ne sont pas sérieusement défendables. 

Vous affirmez que je suis d’une ignorance pro- 
digieuse en ce qui concerne le région du Gabon en 
particulier. Avec mon compagnon de voyage, Al. 
Marche, j'ai parcouru le Gabon en tous sens pen- 
dant deux ans, je me suis avancé de ce cété plus 
Join qu’aucun blanc n’avait pénétré (voir la carte 
de l'Afrique équatoriale jointe aux Mitthet/ungen 
de Petermann), j’ai étudié tout ce quiavait été écrit 
sur ces contrées. Votre accusation de prodigieuse 
ignorance parait donc au premier abord quelque 
peu singuliéce, et il serait bon de la justifier en 
signal«nt de nombreux blunders commis par moi 
sur le Gabon ou sur les pays qui en dépendent : or, 
a partir du moment oii mon récit arrive au Gabon,

c’est-a-dire, oti j’écris non plus par oui-dire, mais de 
visu, vous dites bien qu’il n’y arien de nouveau dans 
mon livre, que les mcoeurs des Pahouins ont déjd 
été écrites, que Jes détails qne je donne sur l’Ogooué 
et le Fernand-Vaz sont déji parfaitement connus 
des négociants et des personnes qui habitent la 
céte occidentale (ce qui ne prouve pas qu'ils le 
soient en France), mais vous ne relevez plus une 
seule erreur: cela est au moins étrange. 

Si je n’ai pas écrit que le Major de Ruvignes 
avait tué un gorille un mois aprés son arrivée au 
Gabon, c’est que j’affirme l’entendre raconter pour 
la premicre fois daus votre article. Je crois que 
dans mon chapitre sur le gorille il y a autre chose 
qu’une histoire “de fusil raté,” ne {it-ce que ce 
fait peu banal pour des blancs d'avoir vu deux 
gorilles vivants et perchés sur un arbre, ne fit-ce 
aussi que le récit de la mort de ce gorille tué pour 
ainsi dire involontairement par un Gallois (celui-ld 
méme qui figurait & exposition du Congrés géo- 
graphique). Comme nous avons rapporté, mon 
compagnon et moi, cing gorilles de notre voyage, i} 
nous eut été facile de raconter que nous les avions 
tué nous-mCmes avec toutes sortes de péripéties 
dramatiques (canous de fusil tordus, ete.). J'ai 
préféré m’en tenir a Ja stricte vérité, et je suis 
surpris, je l'avoue, que vous m’en fassiez un reproche. 
Au reste, vous trouvez mauvais que j’aie laissé 
beaucoup de blancs sur la carte, comme si cela 
n’était pas infiniment plus consciencieux que de 
les remplir par des noms imaginaires, ou d’aprés les. 
renseiguements presque toujours trompeurs donnés. 
par les noirs: c’est avec ce systtme que M, 
Duchaillu est arrivé (sur la carte jointe & son 
premier volume) & placer les Moshébos & plus de 
trois cent milles de Tendroit qu’ils habitent en 
réalité. Nos explorations, dites-vous, se bornent 
aulae Z'Onangué et autres lacs qui l’avoisinent ;. 
ai déja répondu a ce grief, et si vous vous donnez la 
peine de Sire le second volume que je vous fais 
adresser, vous trouverez que l’exploration du lac 
ZOnangué et des pays adjacents n'est qu'une trés- 
petite partie de nos travaux. 

Encore une fois, la place me manque pour 
répondre i toutes vos critiques; il en est une 
cependant que je ne puis laisser passer, car elle m’a, 
je Yavoue, profondément blessé. Sans nommer 
personne, & propos d’une maladie fréquente dans 
l'Afrique équatoriale, j’ai dit, en faisant allusion 
& quelques habitants de Testuaire du Fernand- 
Vaz, Ja phrase suivante: “nos hétes étaient plus 
aimables et plus hospitaliers que sobres ;” ]4-dessus 
vous m’accusez de manquer aux lois de l’hospitalité : 
or personne plus que moti ne regarde comme sacrécs

*,* We have no objection to M. de Compitgne 
imitating the Marquis de Beauvoir, but in naming 
the races we sbould like a little correctness. Why 
call the people “Gabonais” when there is the 
old term Gabons derived from the Portuguese 
“os Gabdes”? “ Pahouins” certainly should be 
Mpangwe, and “Gallois” is a mere Gallicism for 
Tgalwa. 

We are tolerant in the matter of printers’ errors 
in single revises, but we suspect them when the 
same slips occur more than once. The author is so 
careless that he mis-spells even the names of his 
own countrymen. Thus we have (p. 30) “ Brazouee” 
for Braouézec ; (p. 72) “ Domas” for Daumas ; 
{pp. 95 and 198) “Garrot” for Garraud; (p. 49) 
“Shwindenham” for Schwindenhamer; (p. 213) 
“ Amoral” fur Amaral. 

We address no “ puerile reproaches” upon the 
subject of the illustrations, The frontispiece is 
entitled “Un Roi du Nouveau-Calabar,” when it 
represents a chief of Old Calabar. Worse still, 
the woodcut facing p. 242 is not a portrait of 
“Le Roi-Soleil et quelques-unes de ses femmes”: 
it is a group of the women belonging to the 
Mayumba factory of Mr. R. B. N. Walker, with 
the figure of a man added by M. de Compicgne. 
We shall find the same thing in his second 
volume. 

M. de Compitgne, in his second volume, pleads 
guilty, after a fashion, to the charge of chawvinisme, 
against which he now protests. We have nothing 
to retract about his preference of Catholic to Pro- 
testant missionaries, and his silence about the 
great linguistic works of the U.S. establishment 
in the Gaboon River. We wish also he had told 
us (p. 342) that Mgr. de Bessieux is Evéque de 
Callipolis, not of the Gaboon. Oar author declares 
that he had no intention of ignoring English, 
German, and Spanish explorations—there remains 
only the fact that he has ignored them. 

M. de Compitgne protests against the use of 
the hard word “ blundering,” and charges us with 
“‘not having pointed out a single error, which is, 
to say the least, strange.” As he wishes, let us 
try, beginning with those of the least importance.

This river was well known; it was visited by 
Mr. Walker in 1866, and he described it in the 
Journal of the Royal Geographical Society ; he 
also planted the English flag (April, 1866) at 
Buali, the chief town of the Iveia or Baveia.

Society oF ANTIQUARIES.— Nov, 25.—F. Ouvry, 
Esq., V-P., in the chair.—A statement was read from 
Earl Stanhope, President, expressing his regret at 
being prevented by severe indisposition from taking 
the chair at this the opening meeting of the ses- 
sion.—The Corporation of London exhibited and 
presented a bronze medal struck in honour of the 
(zar’s visit to London.—Mr. W. B. Rickman ex- 
hibited fragments of two vessels of chlorite slate 
which had been found by him on some rocks 
which had fallen from Mount Coton, just at the 
top of the pass which is known as the Col Coton, 
10,269 feet above the level of the sea—By a 
singular accident, Mr. J. Digby exhibited a 
cylindrical object of the same material as the vases 
sent by Mr. Rickman, which he had found driven 
into a mule track in the Val d’Ayas, on the Italian 
side of Monte Rosa, between the Val Tournanche 
and the Val de Lys. It was evidently, in Mr. 
Franks’s opinion, the core left in turning such 
yases as those exhibited by Mr. Rickman. The 
two objects had been brought to him indepen- 
dently—Mr. E. B. W. Balme exhibited a stone 
celt which had been found on a rocky knoll near 
Loughrigg Tarn, Westmoreland. It was on the 
surface at the foot of a larch tree.—The Director 
remarked that this specimen was peculiarly inter- 
esting, as it showed a celt in a half-finished state. 
—Lieut.-Col. Watson exhibited a round brass dish, 
silver-plated, belonging to a class of dishes of a 
distinctive type, which are believed to have been 
made at Nuremberg in the fifteenth and sixteenth 
centuries. Thesedisheshave been called alms-dishes 
and dishes for washing the priests’ hands. Their 
ecclesiastical use may have been too hastily inferred 
from the religious subjects which are often, and as a 
rule,found upon them. It must be remembered that 
in those days the Bible was the great storehouse 
of illustration, and such subjects are repeatedly 
found on utensils of an unquestionably secular 
use. The dish exhibited bore an Agnus Dei in 
the centre, in repoussé work, or rather, beaten on 
amould. Around this were two circles of inscrip- 
tions, of somewhat doubtful meaning. The first 
was as follows, repeated five times—HILFIFIXsS, 
The second was repeated four times—EHWARTDER 
INFRIDG. The first would appear to involve some 
kind of prayer for Help from “ Jesus Christ” ; 
the second seems to be connected with “ waiting 
in the peace of God” ; but the precise and definite 
purport, in this as in other examples, is still a 
matter of doubt.—A paper by the Padre Garrucci, 
which, at the last meeting of the last session, was 
taken as read, in consequence of Dr. Schliemann’s 
paper on Troy occupying the entire evening, was 
read, It was on the Alban Necropolis, and tended 
materially to reduce the antiquity which had been 
assigned by other antiquaries to some urns which 
had been found on that spot.

definite rule. Thus, there are words, he showed, 
in which all the five vowels, a, e, 7, 0, and u, have 
identically the same sound ; and occasional varia- 
tions in the pronunciation of the consonants quite 
as confusing to the learner as are those of the 
vowels. Thus, in the word “icicle,” the first and 
second syllables of which are spelt exactly alike, 
the sound is widely different—so, too, what would 
a foreigner think, when told the true English 
pronunciation of ch in “character,” “ Charles,” 
and “ Charlotte,” respectively ? 





AntnropotocicaL InstitvTe.—Nov. 23.—Col. 
Lane Fox, President, in the chair—Mr. J. W. 
Simpson was elected a Member.—The President 
read a full Report, prepared by himself, ‘On the 
Excavations lately made by the Exploration Com- 
mittee of the Anthropological Institute in Cissbury 
Camp, near Worthing, Sussex,’ and illustrated it 
by a series of diagrams and models, and a large 
collection of flint implements, flakes, &c. The 
animal remains found in the excavations, includ- 
ing the skeleton of a woman, were exhibited and 
described by Prof. Rolleston. 





Puysicat —Nov. 27.—Prof. G. C. Foster, V.P., 
in the chair.—The following candidates were 
elected Members: Prof. O. Reynolds, Prof. H. J. 
Smith, Prof. R. B. Clifton, Messrs. C. Busk, J. 
Thomson, J. W. W. Waghorn, W. Esson, F. W. 
Bayly, and Prof. R. W. Emerson M‘Ivor.—Prof. 
Guthrie briefly described Dr. Kerr’s recent experi- 
ments to show that glass, resin, and certain other 
substances exhibit a depolarizing effect when under 
the influence of powerful electrical tension, and 
he exhibited the arrangement of apparatus em- 
ployed in the research. He also showed certain 
experiments connected with the investigation.— 
Dr. Guthrie then made a communication ‘On 
Stationary Liquid Waves,’ in continuation of that 
which he made to the Society in June last. If 
water in a cylindrical vessel, not less than nine 
inches in diameter, be agitated by depressing and 
elevating a flat circular disc on its surface at the 
centre, a form of oscillation is set up, which the 
author terms “binodal.” He finds that these 
fundamental undulations in an infinitely deep 
circular vessel are isochronous with those of a 
pendulum whose length is equal to the radius of 
the vessel, and further—a fact which is extremely 
interesting—that the motions of the pendulum and 
water keep together throughout their entire paths, 
An arrangement was exhibited for experimentally 
demonstrating these facts. To the upper end of a 
short pendulum, with a heavy adjustable bob, is 
attached a cardboard sector, in the plane of vibra- 
tion of the pendulum. A silk thread, attached to 
the edge of this sector, carries a small paraffin disc, 
which rests at the centre of the surface of the 
water contained in a cylindrical vessel. The pen- 
dulum-length is adjusted until the motion of the 
disc is isochronous with that of the water when 
the two are not in contact. Two other forms of 
motion may be produced in cylindrical vessels, 
namely (1) by alternately compressing and extend- 
ing opposite ends of a diameter, as in the motion 
of a bell, this gives two diametral nodes at right 
angles to each other, and (2) by rocking the vessel, 
which gives a single diametral node. Each of 
these has its own period of vibration, the last 
being the slowest. They may be superimposed on 
each other, and a rotation of the water, however 
great, does not interfere with their formation. In 
rectangular troughs a binodal and a mononodal 
wave system may be established. The former is 
induced by raising and depressing a wooden lath 
at the middle of the surface, and the latter by 
tilting. Binodal vibration in a circular trough 
may be compared with a vibrating pair of tri- 
angular laths, and in rectangular troughs to the 
balancing of two rectangular Jaths. In this latter 
case the nodes are at one-fourth of the trough 
length from each end. Some discrepancies are 
met with when we compare times of vibration in 
rectangular troughs of various lengths, and these 
are due to a scraping action which takes place 
against the ends of the vessel. The result of the 





experiments on binodal motion in rectangular 
vessels is to show that the undulations are iso- 
chronous with the oscillations of a pendulum 
whose length is ~times that of the trough. The 
chief points in connexion with this subject to 
which the author referred, as still requiring ex- 
planation, are (1) Why are the motions pendular ? 
(2) How is it that in circular binodal motion the 
times are identical with that of a pendulum of 
the given length? and (3) What is the mathematical 
connexion between the individual motion of each 
particle and that of the mass.—Mr. Lodge thought 
that valuable results might be obtained by treating 
the mass of moving water as a pendulum, with 
two bobs oscillating about the node. This might 
be specially usefui with small oscillations, when 
the surface is practically plane.

Tue death is announced, under painful circum- 
stances, of Mr, R. C. Carrington, F.R.S., so welk 
known to all astronomers for his two important 
works, the ‘Redhill Catalogue of Circumpolar 
Stars’ (for which he received the award of the 
Gold Medal of the Roval Astronomical Society 
in the year 1859), and ‘ Observations of the Spots 
on the Sun from November 9, 1853, to March 24, 
1861, made at Redhill,” and published in 1863. 
I!lness and other causes had led to interruption in 
Mr. Carrington’s astronomical labours; but a few 
years since he established another observatory at 
Churt, near Farnham, and was found dead at his 
residence there on the morning of the lst inst. 
In early life he had taken his degree with great 
credit at Cambridge, and shortly afterwards was 
appointed, in 1849, Observer at the Durham Ob- 
servatory, where he remained three years before 
establishing his own observatory at Rechill, which 
he made so productive to astronomy.

Visitors will find a collection of sketches and 
studies, or rather of crudely expressed ideas for 
intended pictures, by the late Mr. Pinwell (Nos, 
395-427), of the greater number of which it can 
hardly be too much to say, that the more a 
student looks at them, the stronger will be his 
amazement that anything like a picture was pro- 
duced by an artist so innocent of a technical system 
as these drawings prove Mr. Pinwell to have been. 
Every other painter whose works are commonly 
worth noticing on these walls, and most of those 
whose mediocrity or ignominy fail to compel 
attention, if not admiration, to their productions, 
exhibit more or less science in the evolution of 
their art, while some are remarkable in this way. 
Mr. C. Haag, Mr. Alma Tadema, Mr. Boyce, Mr. 
Dodg-on, Mr. Powell, and others, adopt scientific 
methods. Toese are the more accomplished men in 
the Society. We need not name the less learned 
members of this Society. Such gentlemen are apt 
to become angry when designated in this way; 
besides the fact is patent. With Mr. Pinwell, to 
judge by the sketches before the public, every 


| novel step seems to have been tentative, and the 


painter to have been timid, or rather diffident, of 
his own powers to achieve success by new means, 
It may, therefore, be natural that he should have 
declined many experiments, and, possibly, to this 
diffidence were due the excessively mannered mode 
he employed, and the inequality of the several parts 
of his pictures—some so fine and subtle, delicate 
and sound, while others were flimsy and even mere- 
tricious in appearance, and in their entire unreality 
opposed to the intense realism of the better parts 
of his works, which were so oddly at variance with 
themselves, part contrasting with part. 

Autumn Flowers (3), by Mr. T. R. Lamont, 
does not encourage us to hope for any additional 
solid qualities in his future works, It shows, with 
some pretensions to refinement, two lovers at

Which Hand 
Wil You Have ? (172), also by Mr. Johnson, com. 
prises two figures of damsels in a garden, one of 
whom offers a choice to the other between an empty 
hand aud its fellow with a letter, both concealed 
from her companion. This is hardly to be called 
a picture, but the figures are prettily designed, 
and tell the story with vivacity ; the background 
is rather flimsy. “ Jor You /” (201) is inferior to 
both the above, but otherwise it is agreeable, 

We notice a good sketch, of the roughest sort, 
in Mr. W. M. Hale’s Twilight, Loch Broom (40), 
a sea of indigo under a smoke-like waste of cumuli, 
—Mr. B. Bradley is in great force on this occasion, 
especially in his capital study of interior light and 
animal painting, called The Widow's Help (63), a 
woman feeding pigs in a stone barn, which is most 
carefully worked in allits details, and renders with 
perfect solidity the textures of the dress, the flesh, 
and the surfaces of the floor and walls: the 
glossy, whitish bodies of the pigs are first-rate 
examples of realism. The best point here is 
the humour shown in the eagerness of the pigs for 
their food; likewise excellent is the diversity 
of the animals’ attitudes, rendering varietirs of pig- 
nature. In its general colour the picture is too 
cold. Calves, Easedale (236), a group of calves 
lying on sward in sunlight, is, in spite of the dis- 
agreeable green of the landscape, and the weak 
chiaroscuro of the whole, to be admired for the 
drawing of the animals, the modelling and ter- 
tures of their bodies. Mr. Bradley has done well 
in several other contributions before us now, 

A study in black chalk, styled A Group of 
Highland Cattle in Glen Nevis (68), is by Mr. B. 
Willis ; a fine example, masterly in style ; the bull 
in profile is full of character. An Evening Effet 
on the Sand Hills near Burnham (242), by the same, 
shows, with great felicity, a rosy flush on the sand 
and verdure of the landscape, the distance being 
in shadow ; an exceptionally good example of chiar 
oscuro and local colour, with great breadth and 
much finish, A Group of Cattle in a Scene near 
Port Madoc (429), with force and spirit in the 
design of the animals, is rather blackish in the 
shadows, and thus suggests the lamp.— Water 
Meads, Winchester (83), by Mr. A. Goodwin, re- 
minds us of D, Cox in more than one respect. It 
shows great power of harmonizing local colour; 
the cumuli and atmosphere are remarkable ; the 
distance is exceedingly tender. Venetian Butter- 
flies Sunning their Wings (80), craft with richly 
painted sails loitering on a calm sea, is one of the 
remarkable works of the season ; a fine, broad, rich 
and soft study of colour, with exquisite treatment 
of the water and sky, and quite a treasure in its 
delicate acrial perspective. St. Michael’s Mount 
(137) is intensely rich and solid, strong and yet 
refined in tone; a first-rate piece of wave painting. 
Other studies, truly so called, by this painter will 
richly reward examinaticn. 





THE ELLIS BEQUEST TO THE NATIONAL GALLERY, 
Ir has been announced that Mr. Wynn Ellis, 
who died on Saturday last, and was so long kuown 
as a collector of pictures, has, as it was supposed 
he intended to do, bequeathed the whole of his 
possessions of that kind to the nation. The 
country has not been quite so fortunate ; but it is 
a fact that this gentleman has, by will, offered to 
the Trustees of the National Gallery all his paint- 
ings by, or ascribed to, the old masters, and directed 
that the modern pictures be sold for the benefit of 
the estate. The latter category comprises some 
very remarkable works, such as Wilson’s ‘ Niobe, 
‘Cader Idris,” ‘Bridge at Rimini’; Hilton's 
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‘Sleeping Child’; ‘The Proposal,’ ‘Sir W. Scott,’ 
and ‘Sir R. De Coverley going to Church,’ 
sketch, by Leslie; Reynolds’s ‘Dr. Johnson’; 
Crome’s ‘A Harbour, ‘The Old Oak,’ ‘A Land- 
scape,’ * Yarmouth Beach,’ and ‘Coast Scene near 
Yarmouth’; ‘ Loch Lomond’ and ‘ Landscape,’ by 
Naswyth; Gainsborough’s ‘Cottage Girl’ and 
éLandscape with Figures’; “»tman’s ‘ Landscape 
and Figures’; and, especially, by Turner, ‘ The 
Temple of Jupiter in the [sland of Aigina,’ which Pye 
engraved, ‘Conway Castle,’ ‘Evening,’ and ‘ Whalley 
Bridge’; Reynolds’s ‘Mrs. Matthews,’ ‘Col. 
Tarleton’ end ‘A Landscape’; Wilkie’s ‘ Rabbit 
on the Wall,’ ‘ Prayers to the De’il,’ and ‘ The New 
Coat’; Etty’s ‘Idle Lake’; and others which are 
of considerable importance, and, as we understand, 
are not presumed to be destined for the nation. 
The ancient pictures, about which there can be no 
doubt, comprise specimens by, or ascribed to, 
nearly all the first, second, and third rate masters 
of the Italian, Spanish, Flemish, Dutch, French, 
and German Schools, and are principally by Italian 
and Dutch artists, and the whole number exceeds 
four hundred, among which enough good pictures 
certainly will be found to fill one of the larger 
rooms in the National Gallery with works of ad- 
mirable quality and great value. The collection, 
asa whole, is of an extremely mixed character. 
Some of the pictures are almost worthless, but 
others are unquestionably precious. Mr. Ellis, it 
appears, did not rely entirely on his own judgment 
in the purchase of pictures, and, although liberal 
in his outlay, had been, on more than one occasion, 
unfortunate in the choice of advisers. A notorious 
case was a large and pretending landscape, said to 
be by one of the greatest of modern masters, for 
pointing out the worthlessness of which the 
Atheneum was rebuked by one of the morning 
prophets. Many readers will remember the affair, 
and it illustrates the difficulties of our amateurs 
who have more money than knowledge of art. 
Nevertheless, this zealous and generous collector 
continued to buy pictures, and in many cases 
bought experience which was not wasted, so that 
his yift to the nation is magoviticent. His collec- 
tion was accumulated through years of boundless 
liberality, and there was a frequent and intelli- 
gently conducted “ weeding out.” 

The whole of the pictures of Mr. Ellis are not in 
one place, but it is safe to say that, ancient and 
modern works together, they amount to about 
eight hundred, in nearly equal proportions of each 
class. The conditions of the bequest are generous 
in themselves and well considered. They are, 
that, provided the Trustees of the National Gallery 
accept the gift, the whole or, as we understand, a 
sufficient portion of them shal!, within two years 
of such acceptance, be placed in the National 
Gallery, Trafalgar Square, and not elsewhere, in 
an apartment by themselves, which shall be dis- 
tinguished by the testator’s name, and that the 
pictures shall be so kept together for not less than 
ten years, after which period, if it shall be desired 
to separate them, this may be done, provided 
each bears the name of Mr. Wynn Ellis on the 
frame. Besides, if the Trustees deem any pictures 
in the Wynn Ellis Gift to be unsuited to the 
National Gallery, they shall be at liberty to 
decline them, and these works may be sold for the 
benefit of the estate of the deceased. We believe 
this summary to be substantially correct, and we 
recommend its common-sense provisions to in- 
tending benefactors of the nation. It is to the 
interest of the authorities to take possession, if they 
propose doing so, of these pictures as soon as prac- 
ucable, because it is provided that, in case of fire, 
and the destruction of the collection, the sum for 
Which it is insured shall be paid, not to the nation, 
but to Mr. Ellis’s estate. ‘I'he authorities will, no 
doubt, secure the pictures as soon as may be, and 
devote at least one of the new rooms in Trafalgar 
Square to their reception, bringing them together 
from the five present places of deposit, #.¢., from 
the two country-seats of the deceased, from his 
town-house in Cadogan Place, and from two store- 
places in Newman Street, Oxford Street, where 
uot a few ancient or modern productions are 








lying. The pictures on which Mr. Ellis set the 
greatest price are in Chelsea, including the three 
Raphaels, some noteworthy Domenichinos, Ve- 
lasquezes, Greuzes, Berchems, Cuyps, Rubenses, 
Salvators, Van Ostades, Jan Steens, Neefses, Ruys- 
daels, Van der Capellas, Lippis, Rembrandts, 
Boths, and other pictures with names not Jess 
attractive than these, and comprising a consider- 
able proportion of highly valuable works, such as, 
we venture to suppose, the Trustees of the National 
Gallery will not reject. Of course, the quality of 
each picture is not here in question, but there 
is good warrant for accepting a portrait of a 
man by Giorgione; the ‘Woman taken in 
Adultery,’ by P. Veronese ; two landscapes by 
Annibale Carracci ; a landscape by Domenichino ; 
five pictures by Claude, including ‘A Seaport,’ 
‘The Roman Forum,’ ‘ Mount Helicon, ‘ A River 
Scene’ ; four landscapes by G. Poussin, including 
‘ Apollo and Daphne,’ ‘ A Storm,’ and two others ; 
two by S. Rosa, ‘A Sea Shore,’ very good and in- 
teresting, and a smaller work; Rembrandt’s 
‘Taking down from the Cross, and ‘Tribute 
Money ’; a portrait of a young man in 2 Cardinal’s 
dress, by Velasquez, a first-rate acquisition, also 
a ‘Landscape’; three Murillos; two charming 
Watteaus ; a capital Greuze, quite equal to any 
yet in the National Gallery ; Rubens’s portrait of 
his second wife ; a whole length of a general of 
the Order of Jesus, with a book in his hand, being 
a careful Van Dyck, and two children by the 
same ; Alonzo Cano’s ‘ Annunciation,’ ‘ Mater Do- 
lorosa,’ and ‘ Guardian Angel’; « Rembrandt, 
portraits of a man and his wife, early ; ‘A Dentist,’ 
by G. Dou; Mieris’s ‘ Bacchus and Ariadne’; a 
good Teniers, ‘ Kermesse at Antwerp, and prepa- 
ration for a rustic feast ; Schoorel’s ‘Flight into 
Egypt’; two good A. Van Ostades, one of 


a peasant drinking; two works by J. Van 
Ostade; a large P. Potter, dated “1656,” 


and representing a stag-hunt; two ‘Ruins,’ by 
Guardi; ‘Sea-Shore,” by De Vlieger; a ‘ Land- 
scape, with Cattle, ‘Cattle, and Figures,’ ‘ Por- 
trait of a Lady, and ‘ River View,’ by A. Cuyp ; 
not fewer than five capital pictures, including ‘A 
Water Mill, by J. Ruysdael, one of which, ‘ Sum- 
mer,’ was lately at the Academy ; two by Hobbema, 
of great value, including ‘The Road through the 
Wood’; a J. Wynants, of a hilly landseane ; 
works by Pynaker ; W. Van de Velde’s ‘A River 
View’; ‘A Fresh Breeze’ and ‘A Calm at Sea, by 
L. Backhuizen ; two, including a ‘Sea Piece,’ by 
Van der Capella ; one by Van der Heyden ; Van 
der Neer’s ‘A Moonlight Scene’ ; an interior of a 
church by P. Neefs; ‘La Belle Dormeuse,’ by 
Metzu ; ‘Landscape,’ by Both ; ‘ The Procession 
of the Doge, or The Festival of St. Luke,’ by Cana- 
letti ; a ‘Landscape, with Figures,’ and ‘A Battle 
Piece,’ by Wouvermans ; a ‘ Landscape’ and ‘A

‘Tl Reposo’ ; Rembrandt, ‘ Head of a Female’ and 
‘The Artist’s Daughter’ ; Holbein, ‘ Portrait of a 
Man’; ‘A Landscape,’ by G. Poussin ; C. Dolce, 
‘Virgin and Child’ ; Both, ‘ Views on the Tiber’ ; 
Cuyp, ‘William of Orange, with Game.’ 

Of Mr. Wynn Ellis himself it will be interesting 
to our readers to know that he was born in July, 
1790,at Oundle, Northamptonshire, of a respectable 
family, and that, having received a good education, 
he commenced a life of rare good fortune as a 
“warehouseman.” When barely tweuty-one years 
of age he began business in Ludgate Street, and 
created a most extensive trade, adding house to 
house while dealing in silk fabrics. He sat as M.P. 
for Leicester from about 1830, and both before 
and after the Reform Bill of 1833, and continued 
to represent that constituency as an advanced 
Liberal in politics for eighteen years, and was an 
active member of Committees of the House, espe- 
cially with regard to the repeal of the Corn Laws, 
Free rade in general, reform of the laws in 
bankruptcy, and on partnership. His energetic 
mind and temperament were exercised in his 
political, commercial, and social characters, and he 
was constant in the practice of charity, with views 
of his own on this subject, which made him prefer 
to aid necessitous persons by giving employment 
rather than by eleemosynary means. 











He was re- 
markable for powers of organization, discipline 
and labour in business, and, notwithstanding his 
abundant wealth, a moderate’and simple man in 
all his habits. He has been buried at Whitstable, 
in a mausoleum designed by Mr. Barry ; and in 
that locality he endowed almshouses for twenty 
aged poor men and women. Apart from his 
collections of works of art, his property is esti- 
mated at a vast sum of money. 





MANNERS AT “ SUFFOLK STREET.” 


Tur Royal Academy has for some years con- 
sented to follow all the other respectable exhibi- 
tions of pictures in communicating to unsuccessful 
applicants the fact of their non-admission. This 
year, however, the Society of British Artists in 
Suatfolk Street has recommenced the uncourteous 
practice thus universally condemned. 

Two ladies, relatives of mine, and habitual ex- 
hibitors, sent certain pictures to Suffolk Street 
this winter, in the usual way. They received, to 
their surprise, no acknowledgment of the arrival of 
their works, and no notice of acceptance or refusal. 
On the varnishing-day, therefore, I calied to in- 
quire on their behalf, what had become of their 
pictures. I was rudely told, “ Most likely they're 
not hung”; and then, on my inquiring how, if no 
notice was given, they were to know, “ They ought 
to have called and asked.” 

This incivility is all the stranger because one of 
these ladies is well known in the art-world of 
London, and far from accustomed to treatinent so 
cavalier, But, in any case, it is surely incumbent 
on the secretary of a respectable society to take 
care that those who have had the trouble of send- 
ing works of art to his exhibition should be civilly 
informed of their fate. E. W. G. 








Jine-Art Gossip. 

Tne private view of the Winter Exhibition of 
Sketches and Studies, by Members of the Insti- 
tute of Painters in Water Colours, takes place 
to-day (Saturday) ; the Gallery will be opened to 
the public on Monday next. 

Mr. Wornvcm is, as we are glad to learn, 
preparing a new edition, which will comprise the 
recent discoveries in the history of art aud 
artists, of his ‘Epochs of Painting,’ one of the 
most trustworthy and useful books of the class. 

Tre National Gallery has been re-opened to 
the public without additional pictures, the work 
last received being the remarkable head of a man, 
by Solario, which we noticed some time since, and 
which now looks what it is—a precious example 
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of art of a very interesting but little studied 
time. This is placed in the room with the Michael 
Angelo bought from Lord Tuunton’s execntors 
(No. 809). ‘The decoration of the rooms of the 
National Gallery, so faras they are yet open to the 
public, has been completed. The doors have been 
coloured in black, relieved with gold, a very great 
improvement, adding considerably to the dignity 
of the portals, and «ffording an element of repose 
which is most acceptable, The new galleries, 
described by us some time ago, «re now in course 
of decoration. This ¢xtensive suite of rooms will 
not be opened for the public use until about the 
beginning of next summer. Mr. Wynn Ellis’s 
bequest, which we notice elsewhere, will tax the 
capacity of the building, notwithstanding that its 
available wall-space will be more than doubled 
by the rooms recently erected. 

THE private view of the Winter Exhibition of 
the Society of British Artists takes place to-day 
(Saturday) ; the Gallery will be opened to the 
public on Monday next. 

Tue official regulations with regard to the next 
Salon, to which we invite the attention of English 
artists, have been issued, and comprise the follow- 
ing details, The exhibition will be open in the 
Palais des Champs-Elysées from May 1 to June 20, 
and consist of works by French and foreign artists, 
Examples of puinting, architecture, and engraving 
are to be deposited between the 9th ani the 20th 
of March, inclusive, from 6 till 4 o’clock. On the 
20th of March contributions will be received till 
6 o'clock p.m. Sculptures will be received be- 
tween the 8th of March and the 5th of April, from 
10 till 4 o’clock, and on the latter day till 6 o’clock 
p.M. Works of artists deceased before the opening 
of the last Salon will not be received. Examples 
sent for exhibition must be addressed “M. le 
Directeur des Beaux-Arts, au Palais des Champs- 
Elysées, Paris,” carriage paid, with a letter stating 
the names of the artists, the places of their birth, 
the names of their teachers, and, if any, what 
recompenses they have received in Paris, indic- 
tion of the exhibitions to which their works have 
been admitted, and their addresses, and the sub- 
jects of their productions. 

We have to record the death of Mr, Arthur 
Boyd Houghton, an able Associate of the Society 
of Painters in Water Colours, and a well-known 
draughtsman and ijlustrator of books. Mr. 
Houghton died an the 23rd ultimo, aged thirty-nine. 
His contributions to popular illustrated works, in- 
cluding the ‘ Arabian Nights’ and other large pub- 
lications, are so well known by means oftheirrichness 
of incident and spirited character, that we need 
not further describe them. His loss is one of great 
importance to the Society of which he was a mem- 
her, and to a numerous circle of personal friends. 
His first contribution to the Royal Academy 
Exhibition was in 1860, with ‘A Fisher,’ aud 
* Here i’ the Sands.’ ‘The Mystery of Folded Sleep’ 
was shown in 1864; ‘Mending the Jack-in-the- 
Box,’ in 1866; ‘Boy Martyrs, in 1867; ‘In the 
Garden,’ in 1868; ‘ A.D. 1580, in 1869; ‘Sheik 
Hamel, in 1870; ‘John the Baptist rebuking 
Herod,’ in 1870. 

Tre Art Department has arranged for the ex- 
hibition at Bethnal Green, early in the ensuing 
year, of a collection on Joan of Japsnese objects of 
interest. The owner had unusual facilities for 
forming this collection. 

A CorRRESPONDENT writes :— “TI have to record 
the death of a veteran in Art, Mrs. Mary Harrison, 
the flower-painter,and one of the original Members of 
the New Society of Painters in Water Colours, now 
called the Institute. Her art, if of a limited scope, 
was ofa very delicate and refined nature. Her fruit 
and flower pieces, unfailingly exhibited year after 
year at the Gallery in Pall Mall, bore unmistakable 
marks of taste, feeling, and close observation of 
vature. Her career extended over so long a period 
of time that it may be said to mark an epoch in 
her special branch of art. Her first works, exe- 
cuted some sixty years ago, followed the prim 
fashion of the time, and represented detached 
specimens of fruit, or cut sprigs of garden flowers, 





or a branch of blackberry blossom lying near a 
bird’s-nest. As she progressed, the beauty of 
growing plants, especially of growing wild flowers, 
engaged herattention. Delightful groups of violets, 
cowslips, wood anemones, and primroses would vie 
with snowdrops, crocuses, and the most beautiful 
roses in her annual supply to the Society’s Exhi- 
bitions. Her delineation of the more elegant forms 
of wild flowers, and the subtlety of colouring she 
displayed in depicting the banks where they grow, 
were worthy of alladmiration. Her life was one of 
considerable vicissitude. Born in Liverpool in 
1788, the daughter of Mr. Rossiter, a hat-manufac- 
turer of Stockport and Liverpool, she married, in 
1814, Mr. Harrison, a gentleman in easy circum- 
stances. He, unfortunately, as bis family in- 
creased, was induced to enter intu a psrtnership 
that proved disastrous. He became a broken- 
spirited invalid, and the duty of providing for 
a family of twelve children devolved upon Mrs. 
Harrison, This duty she bravely performed, and 
it is interesting to know that many of her loveliest 
groups were what Thackeray has called pot-boilers. 
She sustained a severe loss in 1846 by the death 
of her second son, George, a landscape painter of 
great promise, and an Associate of the Old Water- 
Colour Society. In 1861 her husband died. 
She herself, on the 25th ult., having ascertained 
that the pictures she had been preparing for the 
Winter Exhibition had been sent off, quietly laid 
back her tired head, and, after a few hours’ doze, 
literally, and without one siruggle, breathed her 
last, in the eighty-eighth year of her age. Her genial 


| humour, her sweet and generous temper, secured 


her many life-long friends, some of whom remain 
to mourn for her with her sorrowing relatives. All 
who knew her will long preserve a tender recollec- 
tion of her numerous endearing and estimable 
qualities.” This lady is not to be confounded with 
Mrs. Maria Harrison, an Associate since 1847 of 
the Society of Painters in Water Colours, and also 
a flower-painter, who, we are happy to say, is still 
alive. 

AnoTHER Correspondent writes :—“ The Pritish 
archeologists in Rome have obtained a lease of the 
Maniertine Prison, and are going on with the ex- 
cavations and explorations there. They hope to 
explore further the very curious subterranean 
passage of Etruscan character which is connected 
with this great prison of the kings, and which has 
at present been very imperfectly explored, as that 
is very expensive work.” 

TE Conseil Municipal de Valenciennes has 
granted a site for the erection of a monument to 
the memory of Carpeaux. A subscription to pro- 
cure the monument is to be instituted. Madame 
Carpeaux has offered a work of her late husband’s 
as her subscription. 

THE French journals record the death of M. A. 
Colin, a distinguished landscape painter, whose 
‘ Christophe Colombe découvrant ’Amériqne’ is in 
the Luxembourg. M,. Colin was seventy-seven 
years of age, 

M. Pact Lavtens, Belgian water-colour artist 
in landscape, is dead.

SACRED HARMONIC SOCIETY, 
THE selection of Mozart’s ‘Requiem’ and of 
Mendelssobn’s ‘ Hymn of Praise’ tor the opening 
concert of the forty-second season was judicious, 





but the performance cf the last mentioned, before 
the Mozartian masterpiece, calis for criticism— 
not on the ground of the respective merits of the 
two compositions, but on account of the very 
opposite tone of the music. Ought a service for 
the dead to follow a song of thanksgiving ? May 
not the example of a military funeral be cited, at 
which, after the “ Dead March” and other solemn 
strains, and the discharge of firearms over the 
grave, the band suddenly strikes up a joyfal tune? 
On the other hand, those who wish to have the 
‘Requiem’ last, on account of its sublime artistic 
attributes, quote the case of Handel's ‘ Messiah? 
where the * Hallelujah” Chorus ends the second 
part, and the third section of the oratorio is really 
a funeral service. The appalling nature of the 
* Requiem’ score certainly awakens attention from 
worldly thoughts, after the very jubilant character 
of the ‘Lobgesang.’ It has been frequently the 
practice in Exeter Hall to present Handel’s ‘ Det- 
tingen Te Deum’ after the ‘Hymn of Praise, and 
sometimes Rossini’s ‘Stabat Mater’ is placed in 
juxtaposition. However, without canvassing further 
questions of precedence which concern great works 
of art, we must admit that the audience, how- 
ever excited by the joyful yet devotional inspira- 
tion of the ‘ Lobgesang,’ was not the less impressed 
with the solemnity, pathos, and sublimity of the 
‘Requiem.’ Mendelssohn’s three orchestral move- 
ments, heralding the choral outbreaks, enabled 
hearers to appreciate the fine qualities of the in- 
strumentalists, who are selected with a just know- 
ledge of their varied styles and skill by Sir 
Michael Costa; the symphony, for such it is, 
was splendidly played; the inner points were 
brought out with remarkable accuracy, and 
the general colouring was bright and brilliant. 
The players of the stringed instruments were 
admirable in depicting the melodious imagery 
of the allegretto ugitato, but no less entitled to 
eulogium were the artists who had charge of the 
parts for the wood and brass. The voices of the 
choralists were fresh and resonant ; and the timbre 
generally showed that care has been observed in 
the selection of the singers, while the precision of 
the attacks evidenced proper preparation. The 
effect of the “ Night is departing ” was stupendous, 
Madame Lemmens and Mr. E. Lloyd excepted, 
the solo vocalists were not up to the mark, neither 
in the ‘Lobgesang’ nor in the ‘Requiem. Mr. 
Willing’s able playing of the organ was marred at 
times by the disagreeable tone of the instrument, 
some of the stops of which are out of order. It 
need scarcely be added that Sir Michael Costa’s 
reception was a cordial one, and that he was 
master of the situation at every emergency. The 
musical world will be gratified to find that the 
Sacred Harmonic Society has commenced the forty- 
second season auspiciously, This great association 
can fairly claim to be regarded as a national insti- 
tution ; the managers, since 1832, have steadily 
aimed at improvement in the execation of works 
of the sacred school ; nearly all the original pro- 
moters are no more, but able and zealous successors 
have come to the front ; they have had to contend 
with much opposition, but, as they have steadily 
adhered to the course of action which was decided 
upon at the commencement of the Society, its 
proud position has been maintained, and public 
esteem and support have sustained them through 
all difficulties. It must be noted that the only 
condition on which success could attend any rival 
choral body would be the production of novelties, 
the creation, in fact, of a répertoire quite distinct 
from that at Exeter Hall. The experiment has 
never yet been fairly tried: speculators have 
started undertakings with this avowed object, but 
they soon turned to the oratorios and productions 
which have been brought out by the parent Society, 
and thus it is that the latter has maintained its 
permanent position and popularity at home, while 
its fame on the Continent has been great. 

The next performance will be on the 10th inst. 
when Handel’s ‘Deborah’ will be revived, the 
second of his oratorios, a work in which are the 
earliest specimens of his choral grandeur. The 
additional accompaniments for the wind instru- 
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ments, written by Sir Michael Costa when 
‘Deborah ’ was first given under his direction in 
1862, will be used. 





CONCERTS. 

M. Mortier DE Fontarye is a pianist of some 
continental repute, who acquired his fame chiefly 
through his performance of the works of Beethoven, 
particularly the sonatas ; he played at Vienna, in 
1847, with signal success the difficult B flat, 
Op. 106, which was first executed here by Madame 
Arabella Goddard, and only recently by Dr. Von 
Bilow. M. de Fontaine made his début at the 
Musical Union in 1849, the same season that Herr 
Otto Goldschmidt was first heard. M. Mortier 
was associated with the famed violinist Ernst and 
Signor Piatti in Hummel’s Trio Concertante, Op. 12, 
in E flat, a graceful and elegant composition. M. 
Mortier’s antecedents, therefore, quite justified his 
appearance at the ninth Crystal Palace Saturday 
Concert on the 27th ult.; but he was assuredly 
most disadvantageously placed in having to perform 
his solo after the soul-stirring ‘ Eroica’ Symphoay 
of Beethoven, and the character of the composition 
which he chose was ill calculated to excite enthu- 
siasm : the piece was his own transcription for the 
piano, with orchestration and cadenzas, of the 
fourth of Handel’s six concertos for the organ or 
harpsichord, very early productions of the immortal 
composer. The harpsichord of his epoch was not 
the grand pianoforte of the day; but his organ 
concertos enjoyed no little favour. The andante 
in B flat, the middle movement of the Concerto in 
F, No. 4, met with more favour than the opening 
allegro and the finale, which is a quasi fugue, 
exacting skilful manipulation. Clever as were the 
orchestration and cadenzas of M. de Fontaine, the 
original concerto had better been left as it stood in 
1738, and the executive skill of the pianist would 
have been more acceptable in a concerto of the 
present century. Indeed, M. Mortier proved in 
the subsequent playing of Schumann’s ‘ Kreis- 
leriana, No. 8, Up. 16, of Sterndale Bennett's 
‘Menuetto Espressivo, and of Scarlatti’s Sonata 
in G, his proficiency in modern as well as ancient 
schools of classical pianoforte composition. A 
concert Overture in E, by a young composer, Mr. 
Wingham, which was heard Jast season in St. 
James's Hall, if not a sensational specimen of 
orchestration, has some clever points, especially in 
the coda. Herr Wagner’s brilliant ‘ Tannhiiuser’ 
Overture, although it was the last piece of the pro- 

Tamme, was immensely applauded. The vocalists 
were the Mdlles. Badia and Mr. E. Lloyd. 

Miss Agnes Zimmermann is a careful and con- 
scientious artiste, whose pianoforte playing is cha- 
racterized by unfailing accuracy and precision : she 
is noted also as a clever composer. Having edited 
an edition of Beethoven’s sonatas, her introduction 
of one of them was naturally looked for at the 
Monday Popular Concert on the 29th ult., instead 
of which she performed, and nicely too, Mozart’s 
charming Sonata in A minor, but coalesced with 
Madame Norman: Néruda in the Beethoven Sonata 
in E flat, Op. 12, for piano and violin, the two 
ladies winning the sympathies of their hearers, A 
violinist with more power than Madame Néruda 
is required to lead in Schubert’s string quartet in 
A minor, in which her coadjutors were MM. L. 
Ries, Zerbini, and Pezze ; in the lighter passages, 
the fair artiste left nothing to be desired. Haydn’s 
string quartet in B flat, Op. 76, No. 4, was the 
terminating work. The very fine singing of Mdlle. 
Friedlander in Bach’s air, “ Willst du dein Herz mir 
schenken,” rendered the repetition of the lest verse 
imperative, nor was the German vocalist less suc- 
cessful in Schumann’s lied, “ Wenn ich friih in 
dem Garten geb,” which was redemanded. She 
also sang songs by Schubert and Mendelssohn in 
the original language, which adds considerably to 
their interest, accent and rhythm not being dis- 
turbed and mutilated, as in weak English versions. 

Haydn’s ‘Creation’ was performed in the Royal 
Albert Hall, for the second time, on the 2nd inst., 
by Mr. W. Carter’s choir, which, with the band, 
the conductor will persist in saying numbers 
“nearly 1,000 performers,” a fiction which might be 





dispensed with. Madame Lemmens, Miss Julian, 
Miss Warwick, Mr. E. Lloyd, and Signor Foli 
were the announced solo singers, with Mr. E. 
Bending at the organ. 

A Students’ Concert of the Royal Academy of 
Music took place in St. James’s Hall on the 2nd 
inst., conducted by Mr. Walter Macfarren. 

A Scotch Ballad Concert was given last Tuesday 
evening in St. James’s Hall to celebrate St. 
Andrew’s Day, with Mr. J. B. Zerbini conductor. 
The solo singers were Mesdames Edna Hall, E. 
Mott, Enriquez; Messrs. Sims Reeves, E. Lloyd, 
Greaves, and Ainsworth, with Mr. Sydney Smith 
pianist. Mr. J. P. Clarke’s Scots Fusileer Guards’ 
Band played stirring national works. The encores 
were numerous, and Mr. Reeves repeated his airs.

Miss May announces two pianoforte 
recitals, on the 7th and 14th inst. 

THe musical entertainment by the late Shirley 
Brooks, ‘Our Card Basket,’ in which the Sisters 
Pry are sustained by Mrs. German Reed, Mr. 
Corney Grain, and Mr. Alfred Reed, was revived 
at the Gallery of Illustration (St. George’s Hall), 
on the Ist inst. 

Tue very old notion in a musical farce of a 
cockney being passed off as a great dignitary, is 
revived in a dull piece at the Criterion Theatre, 
called ‘The Trip to India, which has no redeem- 
ing musical quality. M. Lecocq’s ‘ Fleur de Thé,’ 
now in working order, has gained ground in public 
favour. 

Tue irrepressible ‘ Fille de Madame Angot’ has 
been given at the Royalty Theatre, with the 
advantage of one artist who can sing, Madame 
Pauline Rita. 


Art the second concert of the Festival Choral 
Society in Birmingham, on the 8th inst., a new 
cantata, by Mr. Thomas Anderton, Mus. Bac. 
Cantab., will be produced. It is a setting of 
Cowper’s well-known poem ‘John Gilpin,’ for 
orchestra, solos, and chorus. 


ADDITIONAL particulars have reached us from 
Paris about the Théitre Lyrique, which will be 
opened on the 29th of April next. Besides the new 
operas mentioned in last week’s Athenwum, the 
new arrangement of the ‘Psyche,’ by M. Ambroise 
Thomas; M. Massenet’s ‘Roi de Lahore’; M. 
Salvayre’s ‘Bravo’; Herr Rubinstein’s ‘ Néron’; 
M. Saint-Saéos’s ‘Timbre d’Argent,’ will be pro- 
duced by the Director, M. Vizeutini. Daring the 
run of ‘Le Voyage dans la Lune’ at the Guaité, 
which will change its name on the opening of the 
Lyrique, at the Matinées of Thursday and Monday 
the oratorio, ‘ Paradis Perdu,’ by M. Dubois, and 
the music to the play of ‘Les Erinnys,’ by M. 
Massenet, will be performed. M. Danbé will be 
the conductor. 

Pror. Exua writes from Paris that “the Winter 
Circus, in the Champs-Elysées, being engaged by 
a company to form a skating-tink, M. Lamoureux 
has addressed a letter to the Minister asking to be 





allowed to continue his concerts of sacred music in 
the Grand Opéra, whilst a capacious room is being 
built for such performances in Paris. The Maison 
Erard, being greatly incouvenienced by giving up 
their large salon for concerts, has obtained adjoin- 
ing premises to their property in Rue du Mail to 
construct a concert-room capable of seating 800 
persons! The plan shown me contains side 
galleries, with every convenience for egress and 
ingress in a side street. This room, to be granted the 
use of gratis to artists of renown, is a boon that in 
London would be doubly valued. M. Vieuxtemps, 
now retired, in the enjoyment of good health, 
devotes his leisure to composition. A quartet and 
solos for violin, played by Signor Papini a few 
nights ago, delighted a very choice gathering of 
amateurs, who highly complimented M. Vieuxtemps 
on his wnimpaired faculty for composition, M. 
Marseck, a Belgian violinist, also led a quartet of 
Beethoven. This artist is decidedly the best of 
the young rising violinists now residing in Paris.” 

A Panis letter, describing the revival of Mozart’s 
‘Don Juan’ last Monday at the National Grand 
Opéra-house, says that the representatives of the 
characters of Donna Anna and Elvira, of Don 
Ottavio, Masetto, and Leporello, were very inade- 
quate, so far as regards the music. Madame Car- 
valbo sang Zerlina with tact and taste, but her 
voice is mach deceriorated, as was the case with 
the basso, M. Battaille, who was the Commandant. 
M. Faure, in fact, stood almost alone, the title-part 
being exceptionally well sustained by him. Spec- 
tacle evidently was considered in the mounting 
more than the score, The scenes of the square 
in Seville and of the cemetery were fine works of 
art. The costumes, designed by Grévin, for the 
bal masqué, were very rich and picturesque ; the 
divertissement was extended beyond the minuet 
aud the coutredanse, the music of which is so 
marvellously worked into the finale by the com- 
poser. 

Tue Salle Ventadour was opened almost with- 
out notice, on the 29th ult. in Paris, by Siguor 
Enrico, with ‘ Rigoletto, very badly performed. 

W3ILE a performance at Rouen will be given on 
the real date, the 16th, the centenary of Boieldieu 
will be celebrated at the Opéra Comique on the 
18th inst. in Paris, as the authorities of the com- 
poser’s native city are to be invited to the capital 
for the festival, which will include ‘La Dame 
Blanche,’ ‘Le Nouvean Seigneur de Village,’ and 
‘Le Calife de Bagdad,’ 

MapameE Nitsson has been engaged to sing in 
French at the Opera-house in Bordeaux, after her 
provincial tour this month here ; the artiste is to 
appear in * Faust,’ ‘ Mignon,’ ‘ Hamlet, ‘ Le Trou- 
vere, and ‘ Les Huguenots,’ 

THE announcement that at her farewell per- 
formance, in Moscow, in the ‘ Huguenots,’ Madame 
Patti was recalled 100 times and received 1,500 
bouquets, is simp!y ridiculous ; such presentations 
and reappearances on the stage would have lasted 
nearly as long as the performance of the opera itself, 
In addition, it is stated the artiste received presents 
of diamonds and jewels. M. Capoul, who was 
Raoul, states a Paris paper, “a partagé le triomphe 
de la Patti,” that is, he shared in the jewellery, the 
flowers, and the recalls. The same journal has a 
fulsome account of the fanaticism displayed in 
Dublin at the last appearance of Madame Nilsson. 
It is time that this mendacious reporting should 
cease ; it cannot serve the interests of the artists.

Otymric — Buckingham,’ an Historical Drama, in Four 
Acts. By W. G. Wiils. 


Mr. WILts’s dramaof ‘ Buckingham’ is a finer 
and more vigorous work than his ‘ Charles the 
First,’ to which it is intended as a sequel. 
That it is less effective upon the stage is 
ascribable in part to the fact that the pruning- 
knife has been less sparingly applied. A more 
serious drawback from its chance of permanent 
popularity is, however, afforded by a represen- 
tation inadequate throughout. Of the bhaif- 
dozen important characters supplied by the 
dramatist, not one meets with satisfactory in- 
terpretation. It is possible that a portion of 
the blame of failure rests upon the author. An 
actor so painstaking and competent as Mr. 
Neville is not likely entirely to misread a réle 
put into his hand. Mr. Wills has sought, how- 
ever, in the character of Buckingbam, to recon- 
cile qualities that do not easily amalgamate. 
He bas made him at once the type of the most 
careless and foolhardy of Cavaliers, and the 
model of a patriotic and high-souled gentle- 
man. It is needless to dwell upon the true 
character of this most dissipated of noblemen, 
the lover of “ wanton Shrewsbury,” the slayer 
of her husband, the head of ‘ the Cabal,” and 
the man at whom Pepys levels an accusation 
of dishonest dealing at cards. Such a character 
is capable of rehabilitation, and the dramatist 
has a full right to place it in what light he 
chooses. While showing Buckingham as “ that 
life of pleasure and that soul of whim,” he has 
given him a firmness of purpose and a stead- 
fastuess of effort irreconcilable with such 
qualities. On this graver side Mr. Neville has 
leaned, the result being that the Duke’s mad- 
cap actions are incomprehensible, and one of 
them at least is dramatically unacceptable and 
incredible. A sentimental interest is obtained 
by presenting Buckingham as constant in his 
love for the daughter of Fairfax, whom he es- 
poused, It is dearly purchased, however, wheu
